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SENATE SITUATION 


Republicans Ask Them to Agree 
to Statehood Compromise. 


-They Will Take up the Matter To-day 
But Have Numerous Objec- 
tions to Offer—All-Night 
Conference Held.

WASHINGTON, Feb. —Republican fac- 
tions in the Senate have been able at last 
to draft a Statehood bill upon which they 
can cast a united vote. Their long con- 
ferences have resulted in such a modifica- 
tion of the Spooner compromise that even 
the radical wing has agreed to cease oppo- 
sition. Everything, however, now depends 
upon the attitude of the Democrats. They 
will consider the bill in conference to-mor 
row morning at the request of the Repub- 
licans. Should they accept it the dead-locy 
would be broken immediately. Should they 
reject it the situation will be practically 
unchanged,- as the Statehood Republicans 
will continue to act with the minority. 

The Republican conferrees on the Stafe- 
hood compromise, Senators Spooner, Ald- 
rich, Gallinger, Quay, and Beveridge, kept 
at work all night at the Arlington, and 
only reached a conclusion of their labors at 
5 o'clock this morning. They first shaped 
their new bill so as to gain the qualified 
approval of Senator Quay, and then spent 
séveral hours in maKing it acceptable to 
Senators Beveridge and Nelson, who 
sisted to the last on the substitute bill pro- 
viding for the admission of Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory as one State and New 
Mexico and Arizona as another. 

The measure, which is known the 
Spooner compromise brings in an entirely 
new proposition. The whole matter of ad- 
mission is put off until after the next 
Presidential election. In 1905 Oklahoma is 
te come in under the peculiar arrangement 
that Indian Territory is to be included 
within her borders, but is not to have any 
voice in the organization of the State Gov- 
ernment or in the initial choice of Senators 
and Representatives in Congress. The sum 
of $5,000,000 is appropriated to form u 
school fund for Indian Territory in lieu of 
the application of public lands to use. 

New Mexico and Arizona are to be made 
into the State of Montezuma, with the 
promise that when there are 700,000 people 
in it and 300,000 in what is now Arizona, 
after each half of the State shall vote 
affirmatively on the matter of separation, 
Arizona may be set off as a new State. 

Senator Beveridge gave out a synopsis 
of the compromise this morning with the 
informiation that it met with the solid sup- 
port of the Republican Senators, It was 


found later that Mr. Quay had agreed to it 
with the proviso that the Democrats should 
divide on it. If they stand solidly against 
it he will not support or urge it. 

In conferences which #he Pennsylvania 
Senator had during the day with leading 
Democrats he told. them that they would 
better accept the compromise as it was the 


best that could be expected under the cir- 

cumstances. The Democrats, with the ex- 

g ception of Senators Bacon and Tillman, re- 
fused to favor it. 

Senator Bate, the minority leader in the 
Committee on Teritorities, said emphati- 
cally that the Democratic Senators would 
not listen to this scheme. 

“ We will: not touch it,’’ said the venera- 
ble Tennesseean. ‘“‘ You can say with all 
possible definiteness that we will not con- 
sider it, we will not dignify it by calling a 
conference to d@iscuss it. ~We are solidly 
against any c®mpromise whatever, and 
with the exception of two Democratic Sen- 
ators well known to be opposed to the orig- 
inal bill we shall stand for the original 
bill to the finish.” 

After adjournment of the Senate, how- 
ever, Senators Aldrich, Quay, Hanna, For- 
aker, McComas, Beveridge, and Kean held 
a conference and definitely decided that the 
owen should be submitted to the 

mocrats.. Senator Quay presented a 
memorandum of the important features to 
Senator Bate, and he agreed to present it 
to a conference of Democrats called for 10 
o'clock to-morrow morning. 

It is a that the proposition will be 
rejected by the Democrats and a counter 
proposition made. Objections were forth- 

coming from them all day, They do not 
want to make one State out of New Mexico 
and Arizona. They do not want to allow 
that part of the proposed State which is 
now New Mexico to vote on the separation 
of Arizona, and insist that Arizona should 
be permitted to decide that question for 
herself. They declare that the limit of 
Population required for Arizona is exces- 
sive, and say it should not be more than the 
number required by the ratio of represen- 
tation for Congressional apportionments. 

Another objection they. make is to the 
anomalous arrangement proposed for In- 

.. dian Territory. his plan is perhaps the 
most unique that Congress was ever called 
upon to ratify. It is provided that the 
boundaries of Oklahoma shall be extended 
around the Indian Territory. That part of 
the new State now described as Oklahoma 
shall proceed forthwith to organize a State 
Government and elect officers, including 
Senators and two Representatives in Con- 

; ess, but shall not be permitted to vote 
. for President in 1904. en the allotment 
of Indian land¢ shall have been completed 
in 1906 that part of the population in what 
is now Indian Territory can vote, and the 
mew State can then vote for/President, and 
will have four members in the lower house

passed over, to which Mr. Quay objected. 
Senator Lodge reserved the point of order 
and the rider was passed by temporarily. 

The bill was rapidly disposed of, and all 
amendments voted on except two, which 
Senator Mason, the Chairman of the Post 
Office Committee, said he should offer to- 
morrow, and the Statehood rider. a 
rangement in order to give Senator Till- 
man opportunity to speak on the Indianola 
Post Office case, the further consideration 
of the bill was postponed until to-morrow. 

This brings Quay and his supporters into 
close range with the necessity of pressing 
the rider or aflowin& it to be defeated. 
“Senator Quay shows every disposition to 
press the rider to a vote. He is afraid the 
Democrats /will desert him, and, with the 
Spooner compromise filling the atmosphere 
of the Senate Chamber, he cannot tell 
where his Republicah supporters will be 
aligned when he asks for a vote. 

‘The Panama treaty, which is entangled 
with the Statehood question, has had a full 
day of rest. Senator Morgan expected to 
speak in an executive session, and was on 
hand with a large amount of material pre- 
pared. 

It-is said on good authority that Mr. Mor- 
gan has told Se Quay that he will retire 
when has completed his speech and will 
no longer be in the way of ratifying the 
treaty. He will, however, maintain his po- 
sition until Mr. Quay is willing for him to 
withdraw his opposition. This will come as 
soon as the Pennsylvanian thinks he has 
won his Statehood victory in whatever form 
it may come. 


SNOWHOUSE KILLS A BOY. 


The Heap Tumbles In and Smothers 
the Lad—Contractor McKenna’s Son 
Dead When Shoveled Out. 


A snowhouse building for two days, and 
nearly ten feet high, caved in yesterday on 
Thomas J. McKenna, Jr., son of the con- 
tractor of that name, in the backyard of 
their home at 2197 Broadway. The boy, 
who was nearly fifteen years old, was 
smothered by the snow, and was dug out 
dead. The boy was a confidential clerk 
and secretary to his father. 

The boy and his younger brothers, Law- 
rence, thirteen years, and Ray, eleven, be- 
gan to erect a snowhouse in the back yard 
Saturday. It was huge and elaborate 
that they could not finish it then. They 
did not work on it Sunday, but they re- 
sumed operations yesterday and worked all 
day. When the outside was finished, then 
the finishing touches of the inside needed 
their final attention. Thomas as the archi- 
tect wormed himself into the house by way 
of the lilliputian door. 

‘**Gimme some snow,'’ came a far-away 
voice, and the younger boys shoveled some 
fresh snow into the house. Thomas began 
padding the ceiling, making it level and 
touching up the, windows and corners. 

Suddenly, with a crash the noise of which 
lasted but a fraction of a second, the whoie 
white building fell in. It lay only a heap 
of lumpy snow, and it lay still, for no move 
came from the boy who had been crushed 
under it. 

Lawrence and Ray were stunned for a 
second, and then they yelled wildly: 

“Tommy's in the snow. He's buried.” 
_They bounded to their shovels and worked 
like laborers, digging at the snow to get 
at the head of their brother and let him 
breathe. Mr. McKenna was in the house 
and heard the cries of the boys. He 
rushed into the yard, and found the boys 
shoveling snow as fast as they could. He 
also took a shovel, as did Dr. K. K. Mac- 
Alpine, who lives the house, and a man 
visiting him. 

In a very shert time they exposed one ot 
the buried boy’s legs, and then they grab- 
bed it and tried to pull him out. It only 
lost time for them, as too many pounds of 
snow were still crushing the boy's head 
and body to extract him, and they had to 
shovel more snow. away. 

“Shovel, shovel,’’ cried Mr. McKenna 
in agony. A few shovelfuls more of 
snow exposed the boy’s pale face, which 
showed at once he was past recovery, He 
had been at least five minutes under the 
heavy, packed snow, and it had been 
enough to suffocate him. 

Dr. MacAlpine began to attempt arti- 
ficia! respiration, but it did not avail. He 
tried everything he knew without instru- 
ments and remedies, and then Drs. Cook 
and Good came in from nearby offices, and 
they carried the body into the basement. 
They tried electric batteries and other ap- 
paratus, but they all failed. 

Then the boy’s mother had 
and hardly any of them would undertake 
the task. When she did know at last she 
became nearly distracted. 


MITCHELL ESCHEWS POLITICS.

President of the Mine Workers’ Union 
Declares That He Will Not 
Seek Office.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 23.—John 
Mitchell, President of the United Mine 
Workers of America, arrived here to-day, 
to be present at a gathering of Illinois 
miners here ‘to-night. W. R. Russell of 
Danville, President of the State organiza- 
tion, was in conference with him most of 
the day relative to conditions among the 
miners in the State. 

When asked if there was any possibility 
of his entering the field of politics in Illi- 
nois, Mr. Mitchell said: ‘‘I have no politi- 
eal aspirations or affiliations. I feel that 
I can do more good in my present position 


than I could as Governor or in any political 
oftice, It is not at all likely that any po- 
litical party in Illinois will seek a laboring 
man for the office of Governor.” 

‘““Would you_support Clarence Darrow 
for Mayor of Chicago should he enter the 
field as an independent candidate?”’ he 
was asked. 

“Mr. Darrow is one of the best friends 
I have, but I am prevented by the policy of 
the labor organization which I represent 
from taking the stump for him. fk could 
take absolutely no active part in his cam- 
paign. From Py experience in working in 
the interest of labor I have found it the 
best policy to divorce labor and politics 
entirely.”

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ASK WIDOW’S ACCOUNT 
OF $1,500,000 ESTATE 


Relatives of Theodore Hagaman 
Bring Proceedings. 


DYING MAN’S BIG CHECKS 


Former Mrs. Hagaman, Now Mrs. Dela- 
barre, Tells of Handling More Than 
$500,000 at a Time. 


Revelations which may be made the basis 
for further proceedings have been made in 
the course of an action begun by the firm 
of Levy & Unger, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the exact amount of the personal 
estate left by Theodore Hagaman, a Wall 
Street broker and past owner of the Hotel 
Albemarle, who died on Sept. 11, 1900, at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. 

Mr. Hagaman, who occupied a suite on 
the fourth floor of that hotel with his wie, 
Frances Freeland Hagaman, was about 
fifty-five years old at the time of his death. 
He died intestate, and there were no chil- 
dren. It is asserted that without applying 
for letters of administration the widow took 
charge of the estate, and immédiately after 
his death began to dispose of it in a man- 
ner which was novel and surprising: 

On July 1 of last year she married Dr. 
Walter E, Delabarre of 222 Central Park 
South. The couple went on a honeymoon 
trip to the Thousand Islands and put up at 
the Alexandria Bay Hotel, where they 
gained considerable notoriety by charges 
which they brought against Louis L. Rich- 
man, a picture dealer, and his wife, whom 
Mrs, Delabarre charged with having taken 


jewelry worth $25.000 and a sum of money 
from her trunks. 

Levy & Unger began the present proceed- 
ings on behalf of Isaac Hagaman of East 
Haven, Conn., a brother of Theodore, and 
Mrs. Maria Andrews, also of Hast Haven, 
and Mrs. Mary Frances Richards of 796 
State Street, New Haven, Conn., his sis- 
ters. A settlement was made with those 
reletives by Mrs. Delabarre in August, 
1901, on a basis of $6,000, which was dis- 
tributed among :them and a release signed. 

Since then, however, they say they have 
had reason to suspect that they had not 
received a fair division of their Lrother's 
estate, and engaged the lawyers, who went 
Before Surrogate Fitzgerald on Dec. 2 last 
year and applied for letters of administra- 
tion on behalf of Isaac Hagaman. Ac- 
companying the application were affidavits 
by the relatives charging that the settle- 
ment had been made on false and fraudu- 
lent representations. 

Mrs. Delabarre also appeared before the 
Surrogate, asserting her prior rights as 
widow of the deceased. Through her law- 
yers Mrs. Delabarre placed the entire value 
of the estate of her late husband at 
$2,500, and declared herself ready to file 
bonds in that amount. The brother and 
sisters, in an answering affidavit, declared 
that their brother died possessed of $1,500,- 
000 in personal property, and asked Sur- 
rogate Fitzgerald to grant a referee's hear- 
ing for the purpose of determining in 
what amount bonds should be furnished. 


REFEREE APPOINTED. 
Justice Fitzgerald appointed as referee 


to hear the testimony John A, Foley, a 
lawyer of 46 Broadway. Two sessions had 
been held before him and startling testi- 
mony adduced, when Mrs. MOecelabarre, 
through former Supreme Court Justice Er- 
nest Hall, procured a stay of all proceed- 
ings on the ground that the relatives had 
no standing in court and also on the ground 
that their lawyer, Mr. Unger, had “ har- 
assed and annoyed her and had questioned 
her with great persistency regarding trans- 
actions which were her private affairs."’ 

A temporary stay was granted, and a 
motion to set aside the proceedings before 
the referee will be argued on Friday. 

The only witness thus far examined at 
the’ referee’s proceedings has been Mrs. 
Delabarre herself. From her testimony and 
from documentary evidence obtained by 
Mr. Unger from the banks where Mrs. De- 
labarre opened accounts after her hus- 
band’s death, it appears that she trans- 
ferred large sums of money to Dr. R., C. 
Flower, who is said to have occupied an- 
other suite at the Waldorf-Astoria and to 
have been a daily caller at the Hagaman 
apartments. Soon after Mr. Hagaman’'s 
death Dr. Flower was a member of a party 
with which Mrs, Delabarre went on a trip 
to Mexico. 

The brothers and sisters of the dead man 
assert that they were denied admittance to 
his apartments when he was dying, and 
from Mrs. Delabarre’s testimony it de- 
velopec that the only persons with him 
at the time were herself, Dr. Flower, and a 
brother-in-law of the latter, Maurice Willis 
of 7 West Ninety-second Street. Mrs. Dela- 
barre said she did not know the names or 
addresses of the two sphysicians who at- 
tended her husband in his last illness. 

Mrs. Delabarre testified that she had a 
great aptitude for business and that her 
husband did his best to foster this in her, 
even to the extent of giving her three 
powers of attorney, which she placed at 
the Astor National Bank, where he kept 
an account: with the Fifth Avenue Trust 
Company, and with one other bank in this 
city. 

‘Why did your husband give you a 
power of attorney?’’ Mr. Unger asked her 
before the referee. 

‘“‘He told me I should have it so that I 
could take and pay the checks and take 
care of things for him.”’ 


HANDLED LARGE SUMS. 


On July, 25, Mrs, Delabarre opened an 
account at the Fifth Avenue Trust Com- 
pany. She admitted that it was the first 
bank account she ever had. From her 
pass book, which Mr. Unger has in his pos- 


session, he showed the following deposits 
had been made:—July 25, $16,250; Aug. 14, 
$4,350; Aug. 22, $572,882. 

On Aug. 23 Mrs. Delabarre withdrew 
$200,000, which was transferred to Dr. 
Flower. Between July 25 and Aug. 21, 
according to the pass book, she had drawn 
money on three occasions to the amount 
of $14,000, which had also gone to Dr. 
Flower. 

On Sept. 5 she withdrew $100,000 from the 
Fifth Avenue Trust Company, which she 
deposited in the National Park Bank, later 
taking it from there and placing it in a 
safe deposit vault. On Sept. 7 she drew 
$70,000 from the National Park Bank and a 
similar amount from the Fifth Avenue 
Trust Company, and the passbook shows 
that while her husband was dying she made 
a trip to the bank and drew out $135,000. 
One hundred thousand of that she placed 
in a safe deposit vault, and the remainder 
she gave to Dr. Flower. She admitted that 
she had not spoken fo her Husband about 
drawing these various chécks. 

Regarding the money she had placed in 
the vault, she testified that she could not 
remember how long she had allowed it to 
remain there. When pressed for an expla- 
nation, Mr. Unger asserts, she admitted 
that while her husband was dying she was 
slanning a pleasure trip to Mexico. Dr. 
Flower was one of the party that made the 
journey. 

Q. In your pass book on thse Fifth Avenue 
Trust Company for Aug. 22, 1900, there appears 
the amount of $572,882. Does that represent 
the amount of one ‘check, or is it the aggregate 
of many checks? A. It was one check to my 
order. The check was given to my husband by 
Mr. Bodine, his partner in the broker business 
down town. The business was being liquidated, 
and this was his share, 

Q. Why was with you at the time? A. I can- 
not remember. Possibly Dr. Flower, and per- 
haps my mother was also there, and it is quite 
likely Mr. Willis was somewhere in our suite. 

Q. Can you remember whose check it was? 
On what bank? A. It was Mr. Hagaman's 
check. I cannot remember the bank, 

Q. What did he say when he gave you this 
check? A. “Fannie, this is a good, big fat 
check,’’ and he said, ‘‘I give it to you, and I 
wish it was more. It partly pays ck what 
you have given me, though not fully. But per- 
haps there will be some .little settlements out- 
side which will make it up.” 


“What did you say?” was Mr. Unger's 
next question on the record. 

“I was deeply affected. It was a grand 
and noble thing to do. But it was like him, 
for I have known what it was since we 
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were married to let him have everything 
he had given me. He had given me gener- 
ously since we were married. It was his de- 
light to give me valuable property, checks, 
jewelry, and costly things, and although 1 
never had a bank account, I always had 
lots of money."’ 

Q.—But what did you tell him? A.—I thanked 
him ardently, and told him it was just like him. 

Q.—Did he not tell you what to do with the 
check? A.—He told me to deposit it in the 
bank. 

Q.—Why was it that the indorsement on the 
check was,written by you. A.—Because he had 
not been used to do that for some time, He just 
delighted in seeing me do those things, 


Mrs. Delabarre explained that she had 
given the $200,000 to Dr. Flower to buy 
certain bonds and stock for her. 

‘“*T hope it will make me a very rich wo- 
man,’ she told Mr. Unger that she said to 
Flower when she handed him the money. 
The company in question, according to -the 
lawyer, is in the hands of a receiver. 

Mrs, Delabarre suid she had given Mr. 
Hagaman as much as $1,000,000 worth of 
securities to tide him over a difficulty in 
1898. She could not remember what these 
securities had been, but thought she re- 
membered there was some Standard Oil, 
and that she felt it very hard when she let 
it go, 

“Why,” she remarked, ‘“‘ we used to go to 
the vaults together, and we used to sit there 


and enjoy ourselves as much as one can sit-" 


ting in a vault and just cutting them off,” 
referring to coupons, 

Dr. Delabarre does not live with his wife. 
He declined to discuss the affair last night, 
saying ‘‘that he was not at all interesied 
in it.” 

The death certificate in the case of Mr. 
Hagaman is signed by Dr. Joseph B. Heatd, 
who then gave his address as 161.West One 
Hundred and Sixth Street. The causo of 
death is given as chronic gastritis and 
cirrhosis of the liver and pulmonary odema. 


ROOSEVELT BOYS TO HUNT. 


Will Go Into the Maine Woods with 
the Sons of Men Who Guided 
the President.

BANGOR, Me., Feb. 23.—Theodore Roose- 
velt, Jr., and his brother, Kermit, sons of 
the President, will come to Maine this year 
to hunt with Wilmot Dow and “ Fred” 
Sewall of Island Falls, as their father used 
to come to hunt with the fathers of the two 
Maine boys. 

‘“‘Fred’’ Sewall is the strapping sixteen- 
year-old son of “ Bill’’ Sewall, the famous 
guide, and, with young Dow, accompanied 
“ Bill” on the Washington trip to meet 
the President. The Roosevelt boys took a 
great fancv to the young backwoodsmen 
from Maine, and in response to much urg- 
ing their father finally promised that they 
should go to Maine this year to hunt deer. 

The Maine boys were both born at Elk 
Horn Ranch, the President’s place in South 
Dakota, sixteen years ago. ow’s mother 
is now the wife of Fleetwood Pride of Isl- 
and Falls, and she and her husband and 
son, were invited by the President to visit 
Washington with the Sewalls. 


MORE CORNELL STUDENTS _DIE. 


Victims of the Typhoid Epidemic Suc- 
cumb in Brooklyn, Paterson, 
and Watertown. 


John Vernon, a Cornell University stu- 
dent, died on Saturday night at his home, 
1,165 Putnam Avenue, Brooklyn, a victim 
of the typhoid fever epidemic at Ithaca. 
He was twenty-one years old and a son of 
William Vernon. Young Vernon was at his 
studies in the university when he became 
ill. and returned at once to his home in 


Brooklyn. 
While at Ithaca young Vernon was an 


active worker in the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association there, and had a large 


Bible class meet each Sunday in his rooms. 
The funeral services will be held at the 
Bushwick Avenue Methodist Episcupal 
Church this evening. 


PATERSON, N. J., Feb. 23.—William J. 
Reinhart, a student of Cornell University, 
died at his home here last night from 
typhoid fever, which he contracted at the 
university. Reinhart was twenty-one years 
old and the son of Dr. Reinhart, Principal 
of the Paterson High School. 

Young Reinhart was to have been grad- 
uated in the electrical engineering course 
in June next. He came home ill on Feb. 
11, and thovgh at first he showed only mild 
symptoms of the disease, later his malady 
developed into the most malignant type of 
typhoid fever. He was attended by Drs. 
Newton and Smith and two trained nurses.

POLYGAMY IN CONNECTICUT. 


The Rev. H. L. Hutchins, Who Made 
Tour of State, Says Plural Mar- 
riage Is Practiced. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 23.—The Rev. 
H. L. Hutchins, who has been making a 
tour of this State in the interests of the 
Connecticut Bible Society, read a paper to- 
day at a meeting of pastors of this city, in 
which he presented the results of his obser- 
vations in certain parts of Connecticut in a 
way that startled his hearers.

EXTREME MILITARY 


ACTIVITY IN RUSSIA 


A Big Army Is Being Kept 
Mobilized. 


Absent Officers Recalled—Arrange- 
ments Made for Reserves to Join 
the Colors Quickly If 
Necessary. 


LONDON TrMEs—NeEw Yorx TIMEs 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, Feb. 24.—In connection with 
the Macedonian situation the -loscow 
correspondent of The Times sends word 
that exceptional activity is being main- 
tained at the Russian General Staff 
headquarters at Kieff and Odessa. 

A special oath of secrecy is being 2d- 
ministered to officers employed in ihe 
topographical and chancellery deparit- 
ments at Odessa. 

Absent officers have been recalled and 
further leave has been refused save un- 
der exceptional circumstances. 

The whole of the Russian forces which 
operated in the manoeuvres last Summer 
as the Southern Army have been ever 
since in a condition of perpetual mobili- 
zation, 

The Fifteenth Division of Infantry is 
going through a series of manoeuvres. 

New appointments are being made in 
every department of the army in the 
south, and unfit officers are being re- 
moved. 

Arrangements have been completed for 
100,000 first-class and 180,000 seconc- 
class reserves to join the colors within 
fourteen days on an emergency call. 


TURKEY ACCEPTS THE 
PLANS FOR MACEDONIA. 


It Was Believed That Some of the Pro- 
visions of the Powers’ Scheme 
Would Be Opposed. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 23.—Tewfik 
Pasha, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, no- 
tified the Austro-Hungarian and Russian 
Ambassadors this afternoon that the Sultan 
had agreed to adopt the scheme for reforms 
in Macedonia. 

The identical note presented to the Grand 
Vizier on Saturday by the Austro-Hun- 
garian and Russian Ambassadors was 
translated into Turkish and was handed to 
the Sultan the same evening. 

The powers recommend, in addition to the 
appointment of an Inspector General of 
Gendarmerie for three years, with ample 
powers to act independently and to requi- 
sition troops in case of emergency, and the 
reorganization of the gendarmerie and po- 
lice under European instructors, that Chris- 
tians be admitted into the gendarmerie in 
numbers proportionate to the population, 
without being required to read and write 
the Turkish langtiage. Amnesty is also de- 
manded for all, persons who have been ar- 
rested for political offenses. 

The scheme for administration and finan- 
cial reforms in Macedonia, as proposed by 
the powers in the note, besides planning a 
more equitable collection of taxes, provides 
that local expenses shall be a first charge 
on the revenues of each vilayet. Th the 
event of there being a surplus this may be 
sent to Constantinople. 

Measures are also demanded for compell- 
ing the Albanians to respect the laws. 

It was expected that the power which it 
is proposed to give to the Inspector Gen- 
eral of Gendarmerie, whose appointment or 
recall must be confirmed by the powers, 
thus virtually detaching him from the di- 
rect control of the authorities at Constanti- 
nople, was sure to encounter opposition 
from the Turkish Government. It was also 
expected that it would object to the pro- 
posed financial arrangements and to the 
basis on which it is planned to recruit the 
gendarmerie, which will in several districts 
be practically entirely composed of Chris- 
tians, owing to thelr predominance in cer- 
tain parts of Macedonia. 

It is understood that the powers are de- 
termined to admit of no modification of the 
reform schéme, that they demand its ap- 
plication without delay, and that they are 
prepared to adopt coercive measures to in- 
sure its being scrupulously carried out. 

An imperial iradé has been issued author- 
izing the Turkish Minister of War to pur- 
chase ten additional Maxim rapid-fire 
guns. 


THE ALASKA COMMISSION. 


A Canadian Minister Tells Why the Ap- 
pointment of Senators Lodge and 
Turner Is Objected To. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 23.—The Alaska Bound- 
ary Commission was discussed at a meet- 
ing of the Cabinet to-day. 

In an interview to-night a Minister 
stated that while it might not be proper 
to say that a protest had been made by 
Canada against the nomination of Sena- 
tors Turner and Lodge to be representa- 
tives of the United States on the commis- 
sion, a remonstrance had been made on 
the grounds that Canada was not being 
fairly treated in the matter. When Canada 
gave way to arbitration by a tribunal, as 
now proposed, it was with the understand- 
ing that three Jpdges of the United States 
Supreme Court ‘would be apointed to sit, 
with British and Canadian Judges of re- 
pute on the other side. Instead, the United 
States Government had appointed, particu- 
larly in Senators Lodge and Turner, men 
who could not be called ‘impartial jurists 
of repute,” as required by the treaty. 
On the contrary, they were looked upon 
as men who were strongly antagonistic to 
Canada’s claims. J 

Until an answer was_ obtained 
remonstrance, it was added, Canada would 
not name her Commissioners. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—J. Austen Chamber- 
lain, the Post ter General, on behalf of 
his father, the Colonial Secretary, informed 
the House of Commons yesterday that the 
British Alaska Commissioners would be 
selected after consultation with the Do- 
minion Government.

SENATOR: ANGERS LEADER. 


Mr. Elsberg’s Remark Makes George 
Wanmaker Leave the Senate.

ALBANY, Feb. 23.—George Wanmaker, 
Republican leader of the Fifteenth Assem- 
bly District of New York City, and Coroners 
Scholer, Goldenkranz, and Nutt came to 
Albany this evening to use their influence 
to defeat the bill introduced by Senator 
Elsberg to abolish the office of Coroner 
and substitute Medical Examiners. ‘The bill 
is advocated by the New York Medical So- 
ciety. 

Mr. Wanmaker went on the floor of the 
Senate while the body was in session to- 
night and greeted Senator Eisberg. 

“What are you doing here?"’ asked Sen- 
ator Elsberg. 

“I am here to defeat your bil! abolishing 
the office of Coroner,” replied Wanmaker. 

“ Well, I will have you put off the floor 
of the Senate as a lobbyist if I find you 
soliciting votes,’’ said Mr. Elsberg. 

Wanmaker at once picked up his coat 
and left the Senate Chamber. He told some 
of his friends of Elsberg’s alleged threat 
and was very indignant over it. 

When Senator Elsberg was asked about 
the incident he said: 

“T had no idea that Wanmaker would 
take what I said seriously. I meant it as 
a joke. But if he is disposed to take it 
seriously he can. He certainly was violat- 
ing the rules of the Senate.” 

Mr. Wanmaker said: ‘It is true that 
Elsberg did threaten to have me put off 
the floor of the Senate Chamber because 
I told him that I was here working against 
his Coronors’ bill. As soon as he made the 
threat I took up my coat and left. I In- 
tend to appear before the Senate Cities 
Committee to oppose the bill.” 


PULPIT ATTACK.ON MRS. GREEN. 


Chicago Minister Believes That She 
Should Not Foreclase a Church 
Mortgage—Others Dissent.

CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—The Rev. Frederick 
E. Hopkins of the Pilgrim Congregational 
Church, at Harvard Avenue and Sixty- 
fourth Street, preached a sermon Sunday 
night on the subject, “Is the Church a 
Failure? or, the Difference Between Hetty 
Green and Jesus’s Friends, Mary and Mar- 
tha.” 

In the course of his remarks Mr. Hop- 
kins spoke of Mrs. Green as “‘ the so-called 
richest woman in the world, who had fore- 
closed a mortgage on a poor little church 
to which her husband lent money.” 

This poor little church” is at Indiana 
Avenue and Thirtieth Street. It is now the 
property of Trinity Methodist Church, 
which purchased it a year or so ago of the 
Fifth Presbyterian Church, which disband- 
ed. The mortgage of $12,000 was assumed 
by Trinity Church, and Mrs. Green is now 
foreclosin «. 

The Rev. M. P. Bevnton of the Lexington 
Avenue Baptist Church, referring to the 
utterances of the Rev. Mr. Hopkins, said 
to-day: ‘‘ To expect the holder of a church 
mortgage to cancel it upon the grounds of 
Christianity after the money has been bor- 
rowed in good faith is nothing less than a 
hold-up.” 

The Rev. M. M. Parkhurst said: “ Mr. 
Hopkins doesn't know what he is talking 
about. Before he says such things he 
ought to become informed on the facts. 
Churches should expect to pay their debts."’ 


GTS TG JOHNS HOPKINS. 


Dr. =ac Mrs. Ferter of New York Pre 
~en. $2F,000 to Found a Lecture- 
ship on Medicine.

BALTIMORE, Feb. 23.—President Rem- 
sen of Johns Hopkins University, in maék- 
ing the announcements at the commemora- 
tion day exercises to-day, said: 

‘Dr. and Mrs. Herter of New York have 
given $25,000 for the establishment of a 
lectureship in medicine. It is a pleasure 
to be able to say that the money will en- 
able us each year from now on to invite 
some eminent professor in this field of 
science to speak to our students. Another 
nctable gift comes from one of the pupils 
of the late Prof. Henry Rowland. He has 
oftered to buy fo the university a com- 
picte library on the subject of spectroscopy, 
one of the special branches of science 
which Dr. Rowland cultivated with great 
success. This gift is more important than 
may appear, for the subject is a large one 
and the literature very rich. The cost will 
be $5,000 to $7,000. The offer was made 
upon condition that Mrs. Rowland would 
give to the university all of the professor's 
bocks on the same subject. She expressed 
her willingness to do so at once, and the 
rew library will be known as the Rowland 
Library of Spectroscopy."’ 

The President then made reference to 
additions te the Sonneborn collection of 
Hebrew ceremenial objects and to Mr. 
Strouse’s recent gift of books in the sama 
department. The exercises to-day mark the 
first genefal gathering of the university 
since the me2ting when it was assured that 
the million-dollar fund was accumulated.

FEWER TRUST SCHOOL BOOKS.

Supreme Court Says Congress 
Has Power to Prohibit Traffic, 


STANDS FIVE TO FOUR. 


Dissenting Opinion Filed by the Chief 
Justice—In Second Case Court 


Decides Offense Alleged Is 
Not Within Scope of 
the Law.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The Supreme 
Court this morning handed down its de- 
cisions in the so-called lottery cases and 
affirmed the power of Congress to prohibit 
the sending of lottery tickets from one 
State to another by other means than the 
United States mails. The question arose 
in connection with two cases, that of Cham- 
pion vs. the United States and that of 
Francis vs. the United States, and in both 
cases the constitutionality of the act of 


| Congress of 1895 prohibiting the transmis- 


sion of lottery tickets from one State to 
another by express or otherwise was chal- 
lenged. 


The question as to the constitutionality 
of the act of Congress was disposed of in 
the opinion in the case of Champion vs. 
Ames, in which the Supreme Court, by a 
majority of one, decided in favor of the 
Government and held that the act was 
constitutional. The opinion of the ma- 
jority was delivered by Justice Harlan, 
and Justices Brown, White, McKenna, and 
Holmes concurred with him. A vigorous 
dissenting opinion was ‘filed by the Chief 
Justice, and concurred in by Justices Brew- 
er, Peckham, and Shiras. The optnions 
fully discuss the constitutional questions 
which were discussed in the argument, and 
the opinion of the majority of the court 


fully sustains the contention of the Gov- 
ernment. 

In the Francis case, Justice Holmes spoke 
for the court, holding that the offense al- 
leged did not come within the scope of the 
law in question. From this conclusion 
Justice Harlan dissented. 

The cases conclude a prolongéd legal con- 
test over the power of the Federal Govern- 
ment to prohibit the transmission, by means 
other than the mails, of lottery matter. 
The questions involved were first argued 
in 1897 in the case of France vs. United 
States, but the court, because of the pecul- 
iar facts of that case, did not find it neves- 
sary to decide the main question of consti- 
tutional power. The present cases were 
first argued in February, 1901, and by rva- 
son of a divided court were again argued 
Oct. 16, 1901. Justice Gray’s death made a 
third argument necessary, which took 
place on Dee. 15, 1902. 

The lottery and express companies were 
represented by ex-Senator George F. Ed- 
munds, ex-Secretary John G. Carlisle, 
James C. Carter, and William D. Guthrie of 
the New York bar. Assistant Attorney 
General James M. Beck represented the 
Government. 

Champion at the time of his arrest was 
in Chicago, representing what. was known 
as the Pan-American Lottery of Paraguay. 
The particular charge against him was 
that of delivering a box of lottery tickets 
to the Walls-Fargo Express Company in 
Texas for shipment to California. He was 
arrested in Chicago to be taken to Texas, 
and immediately sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus, which the Federal Circuit Court 
sitiing in Chicago refused to grant. He 
appealed from that adverse decision to 
the Supreme Court, and it is this appeal 
which was decided to-day, the decision 
being adverse to him. 

Francis operated in Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
was charged with conducting ‘a_ policy 
shop.” The “numbers” were selected by 
players in Newport, just across the Ohio 
River in Kentucky and brought to the main 
office in Cincinnati by ferry or over a 
bridge by carriers. This, it was charged, 
was a violation of the statuté of 1895, and 
Francis was arrested and found guilty. 
His sentence was affirmed by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Sixth Circuit and 
the case then removed to the Supreme 
Court. The effect of Justice Holmes’s de- 
cision reversing the lower court’s is to 
send the case back for a new trial. 

The principal ccntention of counsel for 
the lottery men was that the suppression of 
Iectteries belongs exclusively to the police 
power of 'the several States, and is not a 
Federal function, and that consequently the 
law of 1895 is in derogation of the Tenth 
Amendment of the Constitution, which pro- 
vides that ‘‘the powers not delegated to 
the United States by the Constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the States, are reserved 
to the States respecively or to the people,”’ 
They also contend that the sending of lot 
tery tickets or policy slips from one State 
to another does not constitute an act of 
inter-State commerce. 


THE MAJORITY OPINION. 


The following is the opinion of the ma- 
jority of the court In the case of Champion 
vs. Ames: 

“The questions presented by these op- 
posing contentions are of great moment and 
are ‘entitled to receive, as they have re- 
ceived, the most careful consideration. 

“What is the import of the word ‘ com- 
merce,’ as used in the Constitution? It is 


not defined by that instrument. Undoubt- 
edly the carrying from one State to an- 
other by independent carriers of things or 
commodities that are ordinary subjects of 
traffic, and which have in themselves a 
recognized value in money, constitutes in- 
ter-State commerce. But does or does 
not commerce among the several States 
include something more? Does or does not 
the carrying from one State to another, by 
independent carriers, of lottery tickets that 
entitle the holder to the payment of a cer- 
tain amount of money therein specified also 
constitute commerce among the States? 

“It is contended by the parties that 
these questions are answered in_the former 
decisions of this court, the Government 
insisting that the principles heretofore an- 
nounced support its position, while the con- 
trary is confidently asserted by the ap- 
pellant. This maKes it necessary to ascer- 
tain the import of such decisions. yr 
that inquiry we now enter, premising that 
seme propositions were advanced in argu- 
ment that need not be considered. In the 
examination of the former ‘judgments it 
will be best to look at them somewhat in 
the order in which they were rendered. 
When prior adjudications have been thus 
collated the particular grounds upon which 
the iudgment in the present case must 
necessarily rest can be readily determined, 
We may here remark that some of the 
eases referred to may not bear directly 
upon the questions necessary to be decided, 
but attention will be directed to them as 
throwing light upon the general inquiry as 
tc the meaning and scope of the commerce 
clause of the Constitution.” 

Justice Harlan then proceeds to review @ 
large number of cases on the subject of 
what is inter-State commerce, and con- 
tinues: 

“This reference to prior adjudications 
could be extended if it were necessary to do 
so. The cases cited, however, sufficiently 
indicate the grounds upon which this court 
has proceeded when determining the mean- 
ing and scope of the commerce clause. They 
show that commerce among the States em- 
braces navigation, intercourse, communi- 
cation, traffic, the transit of persons, and 
the transmission of messages by telegraph, 
They also show that the power to regulate 
commerce among the several States is 
vested in Congress as absolutely as it 
would be in a single Government, and 
having in its Constitution the same restric- 
tions on the exercise of the power as are 
found in the Constitution of the United 
States: that such power is plenary, com- 
plete in itself. and may be exerted Con-

y it, and that in determin the char- 
acter of the regulations to be adopted, Con- 
ss has a large discretion which is not to 
controlled by the courts, simply because 
in their opinion such regulations may not 
be the best or most effective that could be 
employed. 


LOTTERY TICKETS AND COMMERCE. 


“We come then to inquire whether there 
is any solid foundation upon which to rest 
the contention that Congress may not reg- 
ulate the carrying of lottery tickets from 
one State to another. 

“It was said in argument that lottery 
tickets are not of any real or substantial 
value in themselves, and therefore are not 
subjects of ‘commerce,’ If that were con- 
ceded to be the only legal tést as to whether 


they are to be deemed subjects of commerce 
that may be regulated by Congress, we can- 
not accept as accurate the broad statement 
that such tickets are of no value. Upon 
their face they showed that the lottery 
company offered a large capital prize, to 
be paid to the holder of the ticket winning 
the prize at the drawing advertised to be 
held at Ascencion, Paraguay. Money was 
laced on deposit in different banks in the 
nited States to be applied by the agents 
representing the lottery company in this 
country to the prompt payment of prizes. 
These tickets were the subject of traf« 
fie; they could have: been sold, and the 
holder was assured that the company would 
Ray to him the amount’ of the prize drawn. 
hat the holder might not have been able 
te enforce his claims in any country mak- 
ing the drawing of the lottery illegal and 
forbidding the circulation of lottery tickets 
does not ch e the fact that the tickets 
issued by the foreign company represented 
SO much money payable to the person hold- 
ing them, and who might draw the prizes 
affixed to them. Even if a holder did not 
draw a prize, the tickets, before the draw- 
ing, had a money value in the market 
among those who chose to sell or buy lot- 
tery tickets. In short, a lottery ticket is a 
subject of traffic, and is so designated in 
tho act of 1895. 

“We are of opinion that lottery tickets, 
being subjects of traffic, are subjects of 
commerce, and the regulation of the car- 
Triage of such tickets from State to State, 
at least by independent carriers, is a regu- 
lation of commerce among the several 
States. 

“But it is said that the statute in ques- 
tion does not regulate the carrying of lot- 
tery tickets from State to State, but by 
punishing those who cause them to be so 
carried Congress in effect prohibits such 
carrying; that in respect of the carrying 
from one State to another of articles or 
things that are, in fact, or according to 
usage in business, the subjects of com- 
merce, the authority given Congress was 
not to prohibit, but only to regulate. This 
view was earnestly pressed at the bar by 
learned counsel, and must be examined. 
_*It is to be remarked that the Constitu- 
tion does not define what is to be. deemed 
a legitimate regulation of inter-State com- 
merce. In Gibbons vs. Ogden it was said 
that the power to regulate such commerce 
is the power to prescribe the rule by which 
it is to be governed. But this general 
observation leaves it to be determined, 
when the question comes before the court, 
whether Congress in prescribing a porto 
ular rule has exceeded its power under the 
Constitution. While our Government must 

‘acknowledged by all to be one of enum- 
erated powers,’ the Constitution does not 
attempt to set forth all the means by which 
such powers may be carried into execution. 
It leaves to Congress a large discretion as 
to the means that may be employed in 
executing a given power. The sound con- 
struction of the Constitution, this court 
has said, ‘must allow to the National Leg- 
islature that discretion, with respect to the 
means by which the powers it confers are 
to be carried into execution, which will 
enable that body to perform the high duties 
assigned to it, in the manner most bene- 
ficial to the people.’ Let the end be legit- 
imate, let it be within the scope of the 
Constitution, and all means which are ap- 
propriate, which are plainly adapted to that 
end, which are not prohibited, but consist 
with the letter and spirit of the Constitu- 
tion, are constitutional. 

“We have said that the carrying from 
State to State of lottery tickets constitutes 
inter-State commerce, and that the regula- 
tion of such commerce is within the power of 
Congress under the Constitution. Are we 

epared to say that a provision which is, 
n effect, a prohibition of the carriage of 
such articles from State to State is not a 
fit or appropriate mode for the regulation of 
that particular kind of commerce? If the 
suppression of lottery traffic, carried on 
through inter-State commerce, is a matter 
of which Congress may take cognizance 
and over which its power may be exerted, 
can it be possible that it is helpless to sup- 
press such traffic as carried on through 
inter-State commerce? Must it tolerate 
the traffic, and simply regulate the manner 
in which it may be carried on? Or may not 
Congress, for the protection of the people of 
all the States, and under the power to reg- 
ulate inter-State commerce, devise such 
means, within the scope of the Constitution, 
and not prohibited by it, as will drive that 
traffic out of commerce amcng the States? 


THE POWERS OF CONGRESS. 


“If a State, when considering legislation 
for the suppression of lotteries within its 
own limits, may properly take into view the 
evils that inhere in the raising of money in 
that mode, why may not Congress, invest- 
ed with the power to regulate all commerce 
among the several States, provide that such 
commerce shall not be polluted by the car- 
rying of lottery tickets from one State to 


another? In this connection it must not be 
forgotten that the power of Congress to 
regulate commerce among the States is 
plenary, is complete in itself, and is sub- 
ject to no limitations except such as may 
be found in the Constitution. What pro- 
vision in that instrument can be regarded 
as limiting the exercise of the power 
granted? What clause can be cited which, 
in any degree, countenances the suggestion 


that one may, of right, carry or cause to be | 


earried from one State to another that 
which will harm the public morals? We 
cannot think of any clause of that instru- 
ment that could possibly be invoked by 
those who assert the right to send lottery 
tickets from State to State except the one 


providing that no person shall be deprivea ; 


of his liberty without due process of law. 
“We have said that the liberty protected 


by the Constitution embraces the right to | 


be free in the enjoyment of one’s faculties; 
*to be free to use them in all lawful ways; 
to live and work where he will; to earn 
his livelihood by any lawful calling; to pur- 
sue any livelihood or avocation, and for 
that purpose to enter into all contracts that 
ma roper.’ But surely it wil] not be 
said to be a part of any one’s liberty, as 
recognized by the supreme law of the land, 
that he shall be allowed to introduce into 
commerce among the States an element that 
will be confessedly injurious to the public 
morals. 

“If it be said that the act of 1895 is in- 
consistent with the Tenth Amendment, re- 
serving to the States, 
the people the wers not delegated to the 
United 
to regulate commerce amcng the States 
has been expressly delegated to Congress. 
Besides, Congress by that act does not 
assume to interfere with traffic or com- 
merce in lottery tickets carried on ex- 
clusively within the limits of any State, 
but has in view only commerce of that kind 
among the several States. It has not as- 
sumed to interfere with the completely in- 


ternal affairs of any State, and has only | 


legislated in respect of a matter which 
corcerns the people of the United Stutes. 
As a State may, for the purpose of guard- 
ing the motals of its own peuple, forbid 
all sales of lottery tickets within its limits,

“What may sometimes appropriately 
assume the form of prohibition is also illus- 
trated by the case of diseased cattle, trans- 
ported from one State to another. Such 
cattl: may have, notwithstanding their 
condition, a value in money for some pur- 
poses, and yet it cannot be doubted that 
Congress, under its powér to regulate com- 
merce, may either provide for their being 
inspected before transportation, or in its 
discretion may prohibit their being trans- 
ported from one State to another. 


“THE SHERMAN ACT CITED. 


“The-act of July 2, 1890, known as the 
Sherman Anti-Trust act, and which is 
based upon the power of Congress to regu- 
late commerce athong the States, is an 
illustration ofthe proposition that regula- 
tion may take the form of prohibition. The 
object of that act was to protect trade and 
commerce against unlawful restraints and 
monopolies. To acomplish that object 
Congress declared certain contracts to be 
illegal. That act in effect prohibited the 
doing of certain things, and its prohibitory 


clauses have been sustained in_ several 
cases as valid under the power of Congress 
to regulate inter-State commerce. 

In Mugler vs. Kansas it was adjudged 
that State legislation prohibiting the manu- 
facture of spirituous, malt, vinous, fer- 
mented, or other intoxicating liquors with- 
in the fimits of the State, to be there sold 
or bartered for general use as a beverage, 
does not necessarily infringe any right, 
privilege, or immunity secured by the Con- 
stitution of the Unifed States, or by_ the 
amendments thereto. Subsequently in Bow- 
man vs, Chicago, &c., Railway Company, 
this court held that ardent spirits, distilled 
liquors, ale and beér, were subjects of ex- 
change, barter, and traffic, and were so 
recognized by the usages of the commercial 
world as well as by the laws of Congress 
and the decisions of the courts. In Rhodes 
vs. Iowa the act of Aug. 8, 1890, all of its 
provisions being regarded, was held as not 
causing the power of the State to attach to 
an inter-State commerce shipment of in- 
toxicating liquors, ‘ while the merchandise 
was in transit under such shipment and 
until its arrival at the point of destination 
and delivery there to the consignee.’ 

“Thus under its power to regulate inter- 
state commerce, as involved in the trans- 
portation in original packages of ardent 
spirits from one State to another, Con- 
gress by the necessary effect of the act of 
1890 made it impossible to transport such 
packages to places within a prohibitory 
state and there dispose of their contents 
by sale; although it had been previously 
held that ardent spirits were recognized 
articles of commerce and, until Congress 
otherwise provided, could be imported into 
a State and sold in the original packages 
despite the will of the State. 

“Tf at the time of the passage of the act 
of 1890 all the States had enacted liquor 
laws prohibiting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors within their respective limits, then 
the act would have had the necessary ef- 
fect to exclude ardent spirits altogether 
from commerce among the States; for no 
one would ship, for purposes of sale, pack- 
ages containing such spirits to points with- 
in any State that forbade their sale at any 
time or place, even in unbroken packages, 
and, in addition, Provided for the seizure 
and forfeiture of such packages. So that 
we have in the Rhodes case a recognition 
of the principle that the power of Con- 
gress to regulate inter-State commerce may 
sometimes be exerted with the effect of ex- 
cluding particular articles from such com- 
merce. 

“It is said, however, that the principle 
that in order to suppress lottefies carried 
on through interstate commerce, Congress 
may exclude lottery tickets from such com- 
merce. leads necessarily to the conclusion 
that Congress may arbitrarily exclude from 
commerce among the States any article, 
commodity, or thing of whatever kind or 
nature, or however useful or valuable, 
which it may choose, no matter with what 
motive, to declare shall not be carried 
from one State to another. It will be time 
enough to consider the Constitutionality of 
such legislation when we must do so. The 
present case does not require the court to 
declare the full extent of the power that 
Congress may exercise in the regulation of 
commerce among the States. We may, 
however, repeat in this connection what the 
court has heretofore said, that the power of 
Congress to regulate commerce among the 
States, although plenary. cannot be deemed 
arbitrary, since it is subject to such limita- 
tions or restrictions as are prescribed by 
the Constitution. This power, therefore, 
may not be exercised so as to infringe 
rights secured or protected by that instru- 


ment. 

“It would not be difficult to imagine 
legislation that would be justly liable to 
such an objection as that stated, and be 
hostile to the objects for the accomplish- 
ment of which Congress was invested with 
the general power to regulate commerce 
among the several States. But, as often 
said, the possible abuse of a power is not 
an argument against its existence. There 
is probably no governmental power that 
may not be exerted to the injury of the 
public. If what is done by Congress is 


manifestiy tn excess of the powers granted | 


to it,° then upon the courts will, rest the 
duty of adjudging that its action is neither 
legal nor binding upon the people. But if 
what Congress does is within the limits of 
its power, and is simply unwise or injuri- 
ous the remedy is that suggested by Chief 
Justice Marshall in Gibbons vs. Ogden when 
he said: ‘ The wisdom and the discretion of 
Congress, their identity with: the people, 
and the influence which their constituents 
possess at elections, are, in this as in many 
other instances, as that, for example, 
declaring war. the sole restraints on which 
they have relied, to secure them from its 
abuse. They are the restraints on which 
the people must often rely solely in all rep- 
resentative Governments.’ 

“The whole subject is too important, and 
the questions: suggested by its considera- 
tion are too difficult of solution to justify 
any attempt to lay down a rule for deter- 
mining in advance the validity of every 
statute that may be enacted wnder the 
We decide nothing more 
in the present case than that lottery tick- 
ets are subjects of traffic among those who 
choose to sell or buy them: that the car- 
riage of such tickets by independent car- 
riers from one State to another is therefore 
inter-State commerce; that under its power 
to regulate commerce among the several 
States Congress—subject to the limitations 
imposed by the Constitution upon the ex- 
ercise of the powers granted—has plenary 
authority over such commerce, and may 


| prohibit the carriage of such tickets from 


State to State: that legislation to that end 
and of that character, is not inconsistent 


, with any Hmitation or restriction imposed 
; upon the exercise of the powers granted to 


Congress. 
“The gudgment is affirmed.” 


THE DISSENTING OPINION, 


The following is a synopsis of the dissent- 
ing opinion delivered by Chief Justice Ful- 
ler: ° 

“The naked question is whether the pro- 
hibition by Congress of the carriage of lot- 
tery tickets from one State to another by 
means other than the mails is within the 
powers vested in that body by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. That the purpose 
of Congress in this enactment was the sup- 
pression of lotteries cannot reasonably be 
denied. That purpose is avowed in the title 
of the act, and is its natural and reasonable 
effect, and by that its validity must be 
tested. 

“The power of the States to impose re- 
straints and burdens on persons and prop- 
erty in conservation and promotion of the 
public health, good order, and prosperity is 
a power originally and always belonging to 
the States, not surrendered by them to the 
general Government, nor directly restrained 
by the Constitution of the United States, 
but essentially exclusive, and the suppres- 
sion of lotteries as a harmful business falls 


within this power,. commonly called police. 

“It is urged, however, that because Con- 
gress is empowered to regulate commerce 
between the several States it, therefore, 
may suppress lotteries by prohibiting the 
carriage of lottery matter. Congress may 
indeed make all laws necessary and proper 
for carrying the powers granted to it into 
execution, and doubtless an aet prohibiting 
the carriage of lottery matter would be 
necessary and proper to the execution of a 

wer to suppress lotteries, but that power 

elongs to the States and not to Congress. 

To hold that Congress has general police 
power would be to hold that it may accom- 
lish objects not intrusted to the general 
Bovernment and to defeat the operation of 
the tenth amendment. 

**But apart from the question of bona 
fides, this act cannot be brought within 
the power to regulate commerce among the 
several States, unless lottery tickets are 
articles of commerce, and, therefore, when 
earried across Staté lines, of inter-State 
commerce; or unless the wer to regulate 
inter-State commerce includes the absolute 
and exclusive power to prohibit the trans-

“Tt cannot be successfully contended that 
either Congress or the Sta can, by their 
own legislation, enlarge their powers, and 
the question of the extent and limit of the 
powers of either is a judic question un- 
der the fundamental! law.

NATURE OF LOTTERY TICKET. 


“Is the carriage of lottery tickets from 
one State to another commercial inter- 
course? 

“The lottery ticket purports to create 
contractual relations and to furnish the 
means of enforcing a contract right. This 


is true of insurance policies, and both are 
contingent in thelr nature. Yet this court 
has held that the issuing of fire, marine, 
and life insurance policies in one State, 
and sending them to another, to be there 
delivered to the insured on payment of 
premium, is not inter-State commerce. 

“Tested by the same reasoning, nego- 
tiable instruments are not instruments of 
commerce; bills of lading are, because 
they stand for the articles included there- 
in; hence it has been held that a State 
cannot tax inter-State bills of lading be- 
cause that would be a regulation of in- 
ter-State commerce, and that Congress 
cannot tax foreign bills of lading, because 
that would be to tax the articles exported 
and in. conflict with Article 1 of the Con- 
stitution of the United States that ‘no 
tax or duty shall be laid on articles ex- 
ported from any State.’ 

“If a State should create a corporation 
to engage in the business of lotteries, could 
it enter another State which prohibited lot- 
teries, on the ground that lottery tickets 
were the subjects of commerce? 

“On the other hand, could Congress com- 
pel a State to admit lottery matter within 
it, contrary to its own laws? 

If a lottery ticket is not:an article of 
commerce, how can it become so when 
placed in an envelope or box or other cov- 
ering and transported by an express com- 
pany? To say that the mere carrying of an 
article which is not an article of commerce 
in and of itself, nevertheless becomes stich 
the moment it is to be transported from one 
State to another, fs to transform a non- 
commercial article into a commercial one 
aimply because it is transported. I cannot 
conceive that any such result can properly 
follow. . 

*‘ It would be to say that everything is an 
article of commerce the moment it is taken 
to be transported from place to place, and 
of inter-Btate commerce if from State to 

2. 

““ Does the grant to Congress of the power 
to regulate interstate commerce impart the 
absolute power to prohibit it? It-Was said 
in Gibbons vs. Ogden that the right of in- 
tercourse between State and State was de- 
rived from ‘those laws whose authority is 
acknowledged by civilized man throughout 
the world,’ but under the articles of con- 
federation the States might have inter- 
dicted interstate trade, yet when they sur- 
rendered the power to deal with commerce 
as between themselves to the general Gov- 
ernment it was undoubtedly in order to 
form a mor: perfect union by freeing such 
commerce from State discrimination and not 
to transfer the power of restriction. 

It will not do to say—a suggestion 
which has heretofore been made in this 
case—that State laws have been found to 
be ineffective for the suppression of lot- 
teries, and therefore Congress should in- 
terfere. The scope of the commerce clause 
of the Constitution cannot be enlarged be- 
cause of present views of public interest. 


POWER TO REGULATE COMMERCE. 


“Tt is argued that the power to regulate 
commerce among the several States ig the 
same as the power to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations and with the Indian 
tribes. But is its scope the same? 

“As in effect, before observed, the power 
to regulate commerce with foreign nations 


and the power to regulate inter-State com- 
merce are to be taken diverso intuitu, for 
tne latter was intended to secure equality 
and freedom in commercial intercourse as 
between the States, not to permit the crea- 
tion of impediments to such intercourse, 
while the former clothed Congress with 
that power over international commerce 
pertaining to a sovereign nation in its in- 
terecourse with foreign nations, and sub- 
ject, generally speaking. to no implied or 
reserved power in the States. The laws 
which would be necessary and proper in 
the one case would not be necessary or 
proper in the other. 

* Thus it is seen that the right of pacman 
of persons and property from one State to 
another cannot be prohibited by Congress. 
But that does not challenge the legislative 
power of a sovereign nation to exclude for- 
eign persons or commodities, or place an 
embargo, perhaps not permanent, upon for- 
eign ships or manufactures. 

“The power to prohibit the transporta- 
tion of diseased animals and infected goods 
over railroads or on steamboats is an en- 
tirely different thing, for they would be in 
themselves injurious to the transaction of 
inter-State commerce, and, moreover, are 
essentially commercial in their nature. And 
the exclusion of diseased persons rests on 
different ground, for nobody would pretend 
that persons could be kept off the trains 
because they were ~~ rom one State to 
another to engage in the lottery business. 
However enticing that business may be, we 
do nct understand these pieces of paper 
themselves can communicate -bad- princi- 
ples by contact. 

**] regard this decision as inconsistent 
with the views of the framers of the Con- 
stitution and of Marshall, its great ex- 
pounder. Our form of government may 
remain notwithstanding legislation or de- 
cision, but, as long observed, it is with 
Governments as with religion, the form 
may survive the substance of the faith. 

**In my opinion the act in question in the 
particular under consideration is invalid, 
and the judgments below ought to be re- 
versed, and my brothers Brewer, Shiras, 
and Peckham concur in this dissent.” 


PRIZE MONEY CASES DECIDED. 


Admiral Dewey and His Men to be Re- 
warded—Admiral Sampson’s Men 
Lose Their Suits. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The United 
States Supreme Court to-day decided the 
prize money cases brought by Admiral 
Dewey in behalf of himself and the officers 
and men of his fleet on account of the ves.

The cases of Admiral Sampson, for whose 
name that of Admiral Taylor was substi- 
tuted, in his own behalf and that of his of- 
ficers and men on account of the Maria 
Theresa, sunk at the battle of Santiago, 
were decided adversely to the~claimants. 
The Theresa was sunk after being floated, 
whereas the vessels reclaimed at Manila 
are still in use. 

Justice Holmes delivered an opinion of 
the court in the case of the United States 
against the crew and officers of the war 
vessel Mangrove. It involved the prize 
money for the capture of the Spanish 
steamer Panama during the Spanish war. 
The New York and the Indiana and the 
Wilmington claimed a part of the prize, but 
the court held that they were not within 
signaling distance at the time of the capt- 
ure, and therefore were entitled to nothing. 


DECISION ON CUSTOMS LAW. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The United 


States Supreme Court to-day decided the 
case of Helwig against the United States, 
involving the question as to whether the 


provision of the Customs Administration 
act authorizing the imposition of an addi- 
tional tax for mistakes in the valuation 
of imported goods is a penalty or an addi- 
ticnal duty. 

The court held this tax to be a penalty, 
and also that the United States Circuit 
Court has on this account no jurisdiction.

BOSTON ANTI-SKYSCRAPER LAW. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The judgment 
of the Supreme Judicial Court of Massa- 


chusetts in the case of ‘Henry Bigelow 
Williams and C. F. Ayer, trustees, versus 
Attorney General Parker of the State of 
Massachusetts was affirmed to-day by the 
United States Supreme Court 

The suit was filed by the Attorney Gen- 
eral in 1898. under the legislative act of 
that year limiting the elevation of build- 
ings in certain parts of Boston to ninety 
feet. The law was attacked as unconstitu- 
ticnal, but it was not so held by to-day’s 
opinion. 

Justice Brewer, who delivered the opinion 
of the court, sald explicitly that the stat- 
ute was not in conflict with the Constitu- 
tion. 


Decision in Montana ining Case. 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 23.—~The United 
States Supreme Court to-day decided that 
the United States Circuit Court for the Dis- 
trict of Montana had been without juris- 
diction in the case of the Boston and Mon- 
tana Consolidated Copper and Silver Min- 
ing Company against the Montana Ore Pur- 
chasing Com mf thus attirming the opin- 
ion of the Circuit Court itself. The effect 
of the decision is favorable to the purchas- 
ing company. case is one between two 
big mining companies, and involves charges 
of trespass.

Mr. Mathewson, who was the third 
speaker, gained the attention of his hear- 
ers through many amusing. references and 
humorous remarks. 

‘During the entire evening I have been 
careful to maintain a condition of sobriety 
that has been as distasteful to me as it is 
unfamiliar to ree As to the Sheriff's 
jury, I can say it always is able to express 
ts view, although sometimes its “ete is 
tangled. There is one thing the Sheriff's 
jury may rest easy over, and that is the 
fact that its verdicts never are of the 
slightest importance. You collect your fees 
and spend them in this sort of riotous 
living and this is all there is to it. 
“But I want to become serious. We 
have in this day and age come face to 
face with labor troubles where riotousness 
and violence are continuous and unsup- 
pressed. to a time when the man who vio- 
lates no law is not permitted to earn his 
bread because he has not. secured permis- 
sion from some man he knows rot, to a 
time when persons have taken the law into 
their own hands and enforced it with the 
torch, the pistol, with dynamite, and to 
destroy. This is war and sedition, and 
shoulc be met as such. Paris once knew 
its reign of terror. Then the mob headed 
for the General Assembly and expected to 
gain an easy victory. But there was a 
man named Napoleon who met them as 
they marched to the doors, and Napoleon, 
when the first hand was raised against the 
law and order, opened fire With his ar- 
tillery, followed it with the charge of his 
cavalry, and the reign of the mob in Paris 
was over. 

“This should be done here. The first 
who raises his hand for mob law should be 
shot down. I do not refer to organized la- 
bor nor to organized capital, but to any 
mob, labor or capital, which takes the law 
into its own hands. The citizen of this 
Government who was protected while in 
danger in China, 8,000 miles away, was 
without protection in Pennsylvania three 
hours from the National capital. It was 
said the Constitution was in the way. 
Grover Cleveland did not find the Consti- 
tution in the way when he sent troops to 
Chieago and restored order under the do- 
main of an Anarchist Governor, And cer- 
tain authorities in Washington could have 
found plenty of authority for action in the 
Constitution if they had searched for them 
as hard as they searched for a means to 
capture votes in the next National Con- 
vention. 

“Time was when Paul, in the old days 
of Rome, had only to stand up and say, ‘I 
am a Roman citizen and untondemned,’ and 
his jailor bowed before him. Time must 
come when the declaration, ‘Il am an 
American citizen and uncondemned,’ must 
serve to protect a man in his rights, 
whether he is willing to work for $4.50 a 
day or whether he walks the street as a 
hero because he refuses to work for $5 
a day. Every man must and shall be 
protected against mob rule.” 

When Mr. Mathewson finished there were 
many hisses mingled with the applause, as 
there were many labor men, notably Sherit« 
O’Brien, present. President Cantor, as soon 
as he secured quiet, said that it was the 
right of everyone present to speak, his 
views, if they did not meet with the ap- 
proval of all present. 

“The strike situation now is in the hands 
of a Federal tribunal,” he said, ‘‘and we 
must at least suspend judgment until that 
tribunal] settles the question.’”’ 
Mr. Cantor also said that President 
Mitchell of the coal miners had been ex- 
ected at the dinner, and remarked that a 
lively time would have ensued if he had 
been there. William J. Murphy followed 
Mr. Mathewson, and was the last speaker. 
The affair came to a close at about 11:30 
o'clock.

NEW YORK LEGISLATURE 


Senator Elsberg’s Primary Bill Ad- 
vanced in the Senate. 


Objection Made by City Members to the 
Bill for Wide Tires on Farm- 


ers’ Wagons. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 23.—Senator Elsberg’s bill 
to amend the primary election law, with 
relation to special or supplemental enroll- 
ments, came up in the Senate to-night in 
general orders and was advanced to third 
reading without objection upon the under- 
standing that when it is taken up on third 
reading Senator Elsberg will offer an 
amendment which will make it applicable 
to New York City only. 

In its amended form the bill will meet 
with no objection from Buffalo and Roch- 
ester Republican Senators, and will also 
be supported by the Tammany delegation 
from New York City. 

“We will show by our vote on this bill,” 
said Senator Martin, “‘ that Tammany is as 
much in favor of legislation’ which will 
sive us honest primaries as is the Re- 
publican organization of New York Coun- 
ty.” 

Senator Elsberg’s bill providifg for the 
appointment of Borough Inspectors in New 
York City and the enlargement of the police 
force of that city was also advanced with 
the understanding that it will be debated 
on third reading, when the Assembly bill 
will be substituted. 

When the Armstrong bill. relating to the 
width of tires to be used on vehicles after 
Jan, 1, 1905, came up in the Senate to-night, 
Senators Elsberg and Grady interposed ob- 
ections to its consideration and asked that 
t be laid over When Senator Armstrong 
objected to any delay Senator Grady ex- 
prained that the measure was one In which 

ew York City had much interest 

“This bill,’ said Senator Grady, ‘‘ pro- 
vides that after Jan. 1, 1905, no wagon or 
vehicle for hauling farm products or mer- 
chandise with one horse shall be sold or 
kept on gale in the State of New York un- 
less the tires be not less than three inches 
in width. It is true that there is a pro- 
vision that the bill shall not apply to wag- 
ons or véhicles intended solely for use in 
the cities of the first class but this ex- 
emption does not do away with New York's 
interest in the matter. 

“There are thousands of wagons of. the 
kind described which are used by the farm- 
ers of Long Island to bring produce into 
New York City. I am not prepared to say 
that the farmers of Long Island and the: 
New York City manufacturers of the kind 
of wagons described in the bill may not 
have serious objections to this legislation. 
I want to hear from them before I give my 
consent to the advancement of the bill.” 

It was agreed that the measure should be 
laid over until to-morrow. Its passage is 
said to be very much desired by the smaller 
cities of the State. It is being vigorously 
advocated by the good roads men. 

A Federal Constitutional Convention to 

ropose an amendment for the election of 
Tinitea States Senators by the people is 
proposed in a resolution introduced in the 
Senate this evening by Mr. Dowling of 
New York. 

In the Assemblv Mr. Bostwick presented 
a petition from the Chamber of Commerce 
of the State of New York in opposition to 
the bill introduced by Senator Wagner in 
behalf of Controller Grout. prowiding for 
reorganization of the New York City Rapid 
Transit Commission. The petition included 
resolutions adopted by the Chamber last 
Thursday, which read: 

Resolved, That the Chamber of Commerce of 
the State of New York earnestly protests against 
the passage by the Legislature of a bill recently 
introduced by Senator Wagner at the instance of 
Controller Grout which seeks to legislate out of 
office the present Rapid Transit Commission 
and provides for the appointment of their suc- 
cessors by the Mayor of the City of New York. 

Resolved, That in the judgment of this cham- 
ber the present Rapid Transit Commission is 
composed of men of the highest character, of 
great ability, and with long, varied, and success- 
ful experience in affairs kindred to the official 
duties which they are called upon to perform, 

Résolved, That the best interests of the city 
and the community will be served by leaving 
the commission as now constituted undisturbed. 

Assemblyman McCormack offered an 
amendment to his Kill von Kull resolution 
of last Monday in which he advocated the 
improvement of the Staten Island channel 
on the New York side. The resolution was 
amended and adopted. 


MAY RAISE EXCISE RATES.

ALBANY, Feb. 23.—Chairman Plank of 
the Assembly Excise Committee said to- 
night that the committee was disposed to 
give serious consideration to the matter of 
increasing the excise tax upon a gradeu 
plan, 

Assemblyman Stevens, the Republican 
member from Malone, who introduced a 
bill providing for a graded increase of 


liquor licenses, says that from the commu. 
nications which he has received from vari- 
ous parts of the State he believes that the 
farmers would be pleased to have the addi- 
tional revenue needed by the State raised 
in this way instead of by means of a tax 
upon mortgages. Mr. Stevens has _ been 
making a study of the excise legislation 
of the various States of the Union, and has 
reached the conclusion that New York is 
behind the times in the matter of raising 
the license fee. 

‘*My bill was introduced for the purpose 
of drawing out public opinion upon the 
question,”’ said Mr. Stevens to-night. “I 
am satisfied from the discussion already 
had about the Legislature that the tax 
should be a graded one within the City of 
New York, fixing the fee for the big hotels 
and the popular resorts where liquor is 
sold at a much higher figure than now pre- 
vails. 

‘By a proper graduation both between 
cities of varying pcpeierios. particularly 
the class included in the maximum of less 
than 500,000, but more than 50,000, and the 
various establishments seeking certificates 
in all the cities of the State, a measure can 
be prepared, I believe, which will give bet- 
ter patistaction than the present rating, and 
would also produce a large part of the 
revenue which the State needs without be- 
ing a burden upon any save those who can 
afford and ought to pay it.”

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“BRITISH GABINET IN PERIL 


Number of Unionists Support a 
Vote of Censure. 


War Secretary Bitterly Attacked—Al- 
leged Deal with the Irish May 
Save the Government. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—The criticism of the 
British War Office culminated in the House 
of Commons yesterday in a motion for a 
vote of censure against the Right Hon. W. 
St. John Brodrick, the War Secretary. It 
was in the shape of an amendment to the 
address in reply to the speech from the 
throne, regretting the fact that the “ or- 
ganization of the army is not suited to the 
needs of the empire, and that no propor- 
tionate gain in strength or efficiency has 
resulted from the recent increase of mili- 
tary expenditure.”’ 

The. motion was identical with an amend- 
ment moved by Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
merman, the Liberai leader, when Mr. 
Brodrick introduced his army reform 
scheme in 1901.

GERMANY’S NAVAL POWER. 
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EDITOR SEEKS DAUGHTER | MERGER OF BEEF PACKERS 


Mrs. Heath of The Mamaroneck 
Democrat Is Mystified. 


Girl’s Disappearance Follows’Her Moth- 
er’s Moral Crusade, Which Caused 


a School Teacher’s Suit. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MAMARONECK, Feb. 23.—Mrs. E. W. 
Heath, edftor of The Mamaroneck Demo- 
crat, a weekly newspaper, purposes to 
have telegrams sent to-morrow morning to 
the police in every city in the United States 
asking them to watch for her daughter, 
Irene, who disappeared in a mysterious 
manner late last night. The girl, who is 
nineteen years old, according to 
Heath, kissed her mother good-bye shortly 
before midnight, told her she was going 
away, walked out of the house carrying a 
small leather valise, turned down the road, 
and disappeared in the darkness. That, 
Mrs. Heath said, took place before she 
came to a full realization of.the fact that 
her daughter was leaving her, 
she had aroused her husband and started 
with him in the direction the daughter had 
taken the girl could not be found. Since 
then efforts to locate her have failed. 

There is a peculiar complication of cir- 
cumstances surrounding the girl’s disap- 
pearance In this Mrs, G. W. Herbert fig- 
ures prominently, Mrs. Herbert is the wife 
of a piane manufacturer in New York, and 
lives on the Old White Pldins Road, about 
a mile northwest of this village. She was 
associated with Mrs. Heath, the editor, in 
the campaign which the latter prosecuted 
last Fali against alleged immorality in 
Mamaroneck and near-by 
Her editorial articles frequently involved, 
either by name or by plain inference, some 
of the best-known residents. of this part 
of the State. She organized what she 
called a vigilance committee to root out 
certain evils, and was its Chairman. Its 
deliberations and plans were reported at 
length in Mrs. Heath's paper, The Demo- 
crat, but few knew much about the com- 
mittee itself. 

The agitation was enlivened when Mrs. 
Heath withdrew her children from the 
schools and wrote a letter to the head of 
the School Board because, as she satd, of 
the conduct of a certain teacher, Miss An- 
nie Lynch, under whom her daughter 
studied. Miss Lynch brought suit against 
Mrs. Heath for $2,000 for libel. After a 
sensational trial the editor was acquitted. 

When Mrs. Heath was arrested in this 
case Mrs. Herbert furnished bail. The two 
women apparently were close personal 
friends According to what Mrs. Heath 
said to-day, however, a breach developed 
on Feb. 2 of this year. On that date Mrs. 
Heath sent her daughter Victoria back to 
school, and her teacher was Miss Mar- 
guerite Lynch, a sister of the 
woman whom the editor had criticised. 
Mrs. Herbert, Mrs. Lynch said, became 
angry, declaring that Mrs. Heath's action 
had undone much of what they had sought 
to accomplish. Since that time the rela- 
tions of the two Women, according to Mrs. 
Heath, have been strained. 

For three months Irene, the now missing 
girl, lived most of the time with Mrs. Her- 
bert. That arrangement had been made, 
according to the girl’s mother, because 
Mrs. Herbert professed that she was great- 
ly attached to Irene and would make her 
home life so pleasant that she would for- 
get a youpg man whose name Mrs. Heath 
Said was McAvoy, who had been paying at- 
tentions to the girl. This man, according 
to Mrs. Heath, was ‘‘an instructor in the 
art of self-defense.””’ His home was be- 
lieved to be in White Plains, but he seemed 
to have much leisure, and was in this vil- 
lage much of the time. 

Mrs. Heath had objected to his association 
with her daughter, particularly, she said, 
after he had told her, 
tion, that he “ merely wanted to kil] time 
while he was out in the country.’’ She 
sent him away, but, she said to-day, he re- 
turned, and she learned had met her daugh- 
ter clandestinely. Mrs. Heath says she 
met McAvoy and ordered him never to re- 
turn under penalty of being horsewhipped 


by her. 

‘Last week,’ said Mrs. Heath, “ IT did not 
hear from my daughter until Saturday. 
Then my other daughter, Pearl, telephoned 
to Mrs. Herbert and asked her about her 
sister. She was told that Irene had gone 
to New York to accept a situation. [ was 
astounded. Pearl] asked Mrs. Herbert 
where Irene was, and Mrs. Herbert replied 
that she did not know. Yesterday Irene 
came back. I asked her where she had 
been. She said she had engaged herself 
with some one in New York. She said she 
could not recall the name, but that her 
employer was an intimate friend of an in- 
timate friend of Mrs. Herbert. She cried, 
bade me good-by, and walked out of the 
house. She seemed infatuated in some 
strange way. I cannot explain it. When 
we looked for her no trace of her could be 
found. Then I notified the police.’’ 

Mrs. Heath said the schoo! teacher, Miss 
Annie Lynch, was suing Mrs. Herbert for 
libel, it being alleged that Mrs. Herbert 
published among certain persons in the 
village the letter Mrs. Heath had written 
attacking her. Mrs. Heath tried to-day to 
get a search warrant for the premises of 
Mrs. Herbert, believing that her daughter 
might be there, but Justice Boyd would not 
issue it. She says she wil) make another 
attempt to force entrance to the house, or, 
if her lawyer advises, will take some other 
action against Mrs, Herbert. 

Mrs. Herbert was asked if she 
where Irene Heath was, 

‘Do I know where she is?’ she 
claimed. ‘‘ Of course I do.”’ 

She refused, however, to give the ad- 
dress. She said that the girl! did not care 
to be much with her mother, and that she 
had to work. Therefore she had written 
to friends in New York and obtained a sit- 
uation for her. She said this position was 
as companion to a child and also as a help- 
er in up-stairs work. The home, she said, 
was in One Hundred and Thirty-sixth 
Street. That was as definite as she would 
reply. In answer to a question Mrs. Her- 
bert said that she did not see why Mrs. 
Heath should be worried about her daugh- 
ter. 

‘“*T have done everything I could for 
Irene,”’ said Mrs. Herbert, ‘‘and would do 
her no harm. This is naturally unpleasant, 
coming on top of the trouble with the 
Lynches. It is too bad.”’ 

Mrs. Heath says she and her daughter 
have loved each other always, and that 
they have never had any quarrels.

Ultimate Control of the Meat Trade of 
the World Possible—Attempt to Avoid 
Friction with the Federal Courts. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—Plans practically are 
complete for the merging of the interests 
of the firms that compromise the Beef 
Trust. Unless something unforeseen arises, 
April 1 will see the official announcement 


; of the incorporation of a securities-holding 


company, which eventually may control the 
meat trade of the world. 

Unlike the popular idea of the packers’ 
merger, however, for the time being it is 
not to embrace everything in sight, nor is 
it to be capitalized at $500,000,000, as an- 
nounced for the United States Packing 
Company: Further, the plans contemplate 
no friction with the Federal courts because 
of the recent decision by Judge Grosscup 
against the packing house combination. 

The nucleus of the great combinatian of 
worldwide interests is to be the merging 
of the smaller independent plants bought 
last year by the big packers preparatory to 
the general merger planned at that time. 
The securities to be held by the new cor- 
poration are those of the G. H. Hammond 
Packing Company, the Omaha Packing 
Company, the Anglo-American Packing 
Companies, the St. Louis Beef Company, 
and the United Dressed Beef Company, and 
possibly several of the outside stockyards 
now controlled by Chicago interests. 

Ostensibly the merger now under con- 
templation is to be a harmless affair, 
brought about by the necessity of taking 
care of a $30,000,000 obligation incurred in 
the purchase of the companies mentioned. 
Insiders say, however, that once the com- 
bination of the smaller companies gets well 
under way it will be simply a matter of 
expansion to bring about, almost unknown 
to the general public, a world merger. Chi- 
cago will be the headquarters of the com- 
bination, Insiders say that the Cudahys 
are in no wise interested in the present 
movement, 

So far as the public is concerned there 
will be no immediate aoe in the opera- 
tion of the individual plants under the new 
régime. Up to the present time, while Ar- 
mour & Co. have dictated the management 
of the G. H. Hammond Company and the 
Omaha Packing Company, the old officials 
and general business staffs have not been 
changed. The same holds true of_ the 
Swift, Morrjs, and Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger purchases. 

Further, it is planned to head the new 
securities company with present officials 
of the Individual companies, Jnstead of the 
big packers themselves or those immedi- 
ately associated with them in the “ Big 
Six '' companies. 

The slate of officals for the Securities 
Company has been prepared and is said to 
contain the names of J. C. Melvin and J. 
P. Lyman of the Hammond Company, 
Frederick Cowan of the Anglo-American, 
and E. F. Robbins of the Omaha Packing 
Company. Probably the last named will be 
Chairman of the Board of Directors, 

Aside from the desire on the part of the 
packers to get together, there has been a 
financial lever at work forcing the com- 
bination of interests. While it is known 
that some of the plants were paid for with 
runds raised individually, which in no way,

be for six months. One coterie in particu- 
lar is said to be desirous of shifting the 
burden ‘of individual responsibility by the 
time the obligation becomes due—about 
midyear. To this cause largely is due the 
merging of the interests. 

It is not known definitely what will be 
the capital of the securities-holding com- 
pany, but it is thought the figure will be 
in excess of the purchase price of the com- 
panies to be combined, probably something 
like $50,000,000. 
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CZECHS TRY TO RUIN A 
GERMAN BANK IN PRAGUE. 


Send Anonymous Communications 
Which Cause a Run on the Insti- 


tution—Bank Weathers 
/ the Storm. 


LONDON TIMEsS—NEW York TIMES 
Special Cablegram, 

LONDON, Feb. 24.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Times says that the 
racial struggle between the Czechs and 
Germans in Bohemia has taken a finan- 
cial turn, illustrating the unscrupulous 
bitterness with which the warfare is 
waged. 

The Czech Credit Bank, closely con- 
nected with the Czech Clerical Party, re- 
cently collapsed through maladministra- 
tion, which seriously compromised a 
prominent Czech prelate. This seems to 
have intensified the Czech-Clerical ha- 
tred of the Bohemian Savings Bank of 
Prague, a prosperous institution under 
exclusively German control. 

By means of anonymous letters and 
telegrams to agricultural depositors a 
run has been organized on the bank, 
lasting since last Friday. However, the 
bank had a sufficient reserve, and sev- 
eral important institutions have ren- 
dered assistance to it. More than £200,- 
000 has been paid out to 6,000 depositors. 

The principal Young Czech journai ex- 
presses the hope that the bank has re- 
ceived a mortal blow. 


THE AMERICAN CLAIMS, 


Question of Their Settlement Raised in 
the British House of Commons. 


LONDON, Feb. 23.—Asked by Sir Cuth- 
bert Quilter, (Unionist,) in the House of 
Commons to-day, whether the Government 
had been officially informed that the 
American claims against Venezuela are to 
be paid fully and forthwith in gold or its 
equivalent, while the British claims will 
have to await the decision of The Hague 
Court of Arbitration, Under Foreign Secre- 
tary Cranborne replied: 

‘** Our information is to the effect that the 
American claims will be dealth with before 
The Hague tribunal.’’ 


Secretary Hay, for the United States, and 
Mr. Bowen, for Venezuela, signed a pro- 
tocol at Washington, Feb. 17, providing for 
the adjustment of the United States claims 
against Venezuela by a_commission, which 
is to meet at Caracas June 1, and to con- 
sist of an American to be appointed by 
President Roosevelt, a Venezuelan to be 
named by President Castro, and an umpire 
to be selected by Queen Wilhelmina, 


THINKS OUTLOOK VERY GRAVE. 


Italian Marine Minister Says a Decisive 
Period for Eastern Europe 
Is Coming. 


ROME, Feb. 23.—Minister of Marine Mo- 
rin, replying to an interpellation in the 
Chamber of Deputieg to-day on the subject 
of reforms in Macedonia, said that Italy 
was co-operating with the other powers 
with a view to the maintenance of peace. 
The time that was coming was indeed se- 
rious, and it would be a decisive period for 
Eastern Europe. If the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment adhered to its determination to abol- 
ish the centres of agitation, and if the 
Porte fulfilled its engagements with Eu- 
rope, the present crisis might lead to a 
peaceful solution. 

But if, contrary to anticipations, added 
Admiral Morin, the combined action of the 
powers proved unable to stifle the confla- 

ration, the Italian Government would cer- 
finty not confine itself to the role of a 
‘mere spectator. It would see that no at- 
ae vor made on the rights and interests 
of Italy.

HIGH SCHOOL DEDICATED 


Ceremonies at Institution Named 
for Lydia F. Wadleigh. 





Mayor Higher 
Education of the Poor — Dr. 


Low Speaks on the 


Maxwell’s Speech. 


Dedicatory exercises of the Wadleigh 
High School, the first of four similar insti- 
tutions, were held yesterday in the pres- 
ence of Mayor Low, President Henry A. 
Rogers of the Board of Education, many 
other city officials, and an assemblage of 
pupils and their friends, which taxed the 
capacity of the main auditorium. 

The building, in One Hundred and Four- 
teenth Street,. near Seventh Avenue, was 
opened for the reception of pupils last Sep- 
tember, while still far from completed. It 
now accommodates 2,800, amd already is 
overcrowded. All the speakers paid high 
tribute to Lydia F. Wadleigh, as a pioneer 
in the field of the higher education of 
women, Sixty central had been re- 
served for a chorus of pupils. These young 
women were all dressed in white shirt- 
waists and black skirts, and wore their yel- 
low and black class colors. 

Dr. John G. Wight, the Principal, pre- 
sided, and the opening and closing prayers 
were made respectively by the Rev. Dr. 
David G. Wylie and the Rev. Father 
Thomas F. Burke, Immediately after the 
invocation the chorus sang Rosstni’s ar- 
rangement of the prayer from ‘ Moses in 
Egypt.” 

Chairman William Lummis of the Build- 
ing Committee of the Board of Education 
presented the key of the school to Presi- 
dent Rogers, and in doing so reviewed 
the efforts that have been made at different 
times to establish high schools in this city 
until 1897, when, while Charles Bulkley 
Hubbell was President.of the board, a com- 
mittee of seven obtained from the Legisla- 
ture authorization for a bond issue of $2,- 
500,000 for the erection of the four build- 
ings. The Wadleigh School, Mr. Lummis 
said, had cost $621,784.58 in addition to the 
site, for which $188,436.23 was paid. He 
drew comparisons between the Wadleigh 
Schoo] and similar institutions recently 
completed in Boston and Springfield, show- 
ing that the Manhattan school had cost 
only half as much for each pupil accom- 
modated as those Massachusetts schools. 

Mr. \Rogers, taking the key, said the 


school was a worthy monument to the wo- 
man whose name it bears, and urged the 
students to be ~worthy of their inheritance. 
He then formally turned the building over 
to Chairman Frank L. Babbott of the High 
School Committee. 

Mayor Low said that he believed in high 
schools for the reason that they enabled 
the children of the poor to obtain an edu- 
cation which might otherwise be denied 
them, and because they were a valuable 
outlet for the elementary schools. The 
Mayor referred to the fact that the first 
of a series of Barnard College scholarships 
established by Joseph Pulitzer had been 
won by a girl from the Wadleigh School. 

Dr. William H. Maxwell, City Superin- 
tendent of Schools, made the principal ad- 
dress, saying in part: 

‘In New York the first school estab- 
lished by the eéariy Dutch settlers was 
what we would call a primary school. The 
Dutch schools, the true progenitors of the 
State, languished and died out during the 
long period of English sovereignty from 
1660 until the Revolution. With its cosmo- 
politan, heterogeneous, and often transitory 
population, New York City for many years 
made little or no effort toward establishing 
public schools. Finally, they grew out of 
the charity schools of the old Public Edu- 
cation Society, and did not pretend to go 
beyond very. elementary work. Two high 
schools were established about fifty years 
ago; they were allowed to grow into the 
Normal College and the College of the City 
of New York, educating only a select few 
of the graduates of the elementary schools 
and gradually assuming other functions 
until their high school duties were almost 


forgotten. “« 
“It was not until 1897 that under the 


leadership of Henry W. Taft the old City 
of New York determined to have what 
every good-sized village in the State al- 
ready pocssased, high schools devoted ex- 
clusively to secondary education. The orig- 
inal scheme was to establish three high 
schools of what may be called the regular 
or traditional type and a manual training 
high school. The latter has not yet been 
established, though I hope to see it com- 
menced before the close of the present 
year. On the other hand, the original plan 
has been enlarged by the establishment of 
two institutions of a special type—a high 
school of commerce and a technical high 
school for girls." 

Mr. Taft, who was so highly eulogized. 
was Chairman of the Committee on High 
Schools under Mayor Strong. He was pres- 
ent at the ceremonies, but left before he 
was called on to speak. Addresses were 
made, however, by Morris EB. Sterne, an 
ex-member of the Board of Education, and 
by Katherine Louise Rapp, a Wadleigh 


School girl.

POLICE 
Magistrate Breen Says. Proper 
Authority Has Been Exceeded. 


Quotes from One of the Mayor's “Talks” 
with Reference to Getting Evi- 
dence in Back Rooms, 


In disposing of a case of excise arrest in 
the Tombs Police Court yesterday, Magis- 
trate Breen declared that the police under 
Commissioner Greene were not interpreting 
the: liquor law according to the views ex- 
pressed by Mayor Low in one of. his type- 
written talks in August last. The Magis- 
trate quoted from the “ talk,” in which the 
Mayor criticised the police for going into 
the back rooms of saloons in quest of evi- 
dence of excise violation. It was remarked 
that the citation of the Magistrate was 
called forth by the report of an interview 
with Gen. Greene on Sunday, in which he 
found fault with the Magistrates for dis- 
missing 70 per cent. of the excise cases 
brought before them. 

A policeman had arraigned an Italian sa- 
loon keeper, whom he had arrested after 
having found several men drinking in the 
back room of a saloon. The policeman ad- 
mitted there was nobody in the barroom 
proper and that he had not:seen liquor sold. 

“T want to express my opinion of such 
arrests,”’ the Magistrate said, ‘‘and in do- 
ing so I will quote Mayor Low’s words. I 
believe the police become oppressive and 
exceed their proper authority when they 
force their way into back rooms of: saloons. 
The barroom being fully exposed to view, 
and there being no evidence of a violation 
and no disturbance or objectionable con- 
duct, the entrance into back rooms by police 
officers in citizens’ dress for the purpose of 
ferreting out in this disguise mere technical 
violations is not only unnecessary, but un- 
authorized, for the whole scope and object 
of the law is to secure a peaceable and 
quiet Sunday, and when this condition 
exists the design of the law is accom- 
plished. 

“In expressing this view as a Magistrate 
of this city I am but following the rule 
laid down for the guidance of the police by 
the Chief Magistrate himself. Mayor Low, 
than whom no one has more matured views 
on this subject, in his public talk published 
in the daily press on Aug. 5 last, laid down 
this rule for the guidance of the police au- 
thorities.”’ 

Magistrate Breen then read the following 
from a typewritten sheet, which he said 
Was @ copy of a part of Mayor Low's fifth 
letter to the public: 

The duty of the police in relation to ordinary 
saloons is confined to seeing that the doors of 
the barroom proper are locked and the screens 
raised. They have no power to investigate back 
rooms and should not do any detective work 
against saloons that they cannot do in full unl- 
form. What is the duty of the police on Sun- 
days as to saioons which have not qualified as 
hotels? Clearly, the police must see that the 
doors of such saloons are kept locked; that the 
screens are raised; that there is no gathering of 
people in the barroom, and the like. Beyond 
this it does not seem to me the duty of the police 
to go under ordinary conditions. 

In other words, the police are bound, and will 
be expected to enforce the specific requirements 
of the laws as to the closing of saloons thatare not 
hotels, the raising of the screens and the like; 
but they are not bound, and neither will they be 
expected, ordinarily, in the enforcement of this 
jaw, and of others like it, to go beyond what they 
can accomplish in full uniform. Anything less 
than this will not be satisfactory; anything 
more than this would seem to me to be a use of 
the police most unwise in a cosmopolitan city 
fike New York. 

A clear understanding on the part of the people 
and a rigid application of these ideas on the part 
of the police ought to secure for the community 
the quiet Sunday that it is determined to have; 
and it ought to break up the paying by the 
saloonkeepers of blackmail to the police, 

Continuing, the Magistrate said: 

“Get rid of these vexatious arrests and 
you destroy the opportunity of those se- 
cret negotiations, which are so discredita- 
bie to both parties to the transaction.” 

The Magistrate then dismissed the uxcise 
= and later two others that were simi- 
ar. 


RAID AT “PRINCETONIAN CLUB,” 


Police Use Axes’ in Breaking Into an 
Alleged Poolroom. 


Seven prisoners and some poolroom para- 
phernalia were captured in a raid late yes- 
terday afternoon in West Thirty-ninth 
Strect, between Seventh and Eighth Ave- 
mues, in the premises occupied by the 
** Princetonian Club.’ The raiding party 
was led by Acting Inspector Walsh and 
Capt. Ferris of the West Thirty-seventh 
Street Station.

BULLITT GASE IN COURT 


The Work Burglary of Three 
Months Ago Recalled.

Negro Prisoners Identified as Having 
Sold Proceeds of Old Robbery— 


_ Third Negro. Arrested.

Mr. and Mrs. James C. Bullitt of 1332 Lo- 
cust Street, Philadelphia, appeared in the 
Jefferson Market Court yesterday morning 
against Robert Williams and George Rob- 
erts, the two. negroes arrested Saturday 
by Detective Sergeants Boyle and Charlton 
on suspicion of having burglarized the Bul- 
litt home in Philadelphia a week ago yes- 
terday morning, taking away $4,000 worth 
of heavy solid silverware, consisting of tu- 
reens, gravy boats, butter dishes, and sil- 
ver knives, spoons, and forks. Some of 
this property was found by the detectives 
in a pawnshop in this city, and, obtaining 
trace of the colored men through this clue, 
the latter were arrested at their furnished 
room, in West Thirty-seventh Street. In 
the room was found the balance of the 
property stolen from the Bullitts. 

Three months ago the residence of Mr. 
Work, at 204 South Fifteenth Street, Phil- 
adelphia, was burglarized in much the 
same manner as was the Bullitt home/a 
week ago. The property stolen then was 
silverware valued at $3,000. It was located 
shortly afterward by Detectives Boyle and 
Chariton in a dealer’s place in Sixtieth 
Street, this city. Mr. Work paid $120 to 
the dealer, the sum paid to two negroes 
from whom the dealer obtained the goods, 
and Mr, Work recovered his property. The 
negroes told a plausible story of where 
they obtained the silverware. This dealer 
visited the Jefferson Market prison_yester- 
day and identified Williams and Roberts 
as the men who sold him the Work silver- 
ware. 

The detectives believe there will be two 
charges of burglary against the men fn 
Philadelphia, the Work burglary and the 
3ullitt burglary. 

Another negro, who gave his name as 
James Miller, and who the detectives say 
is a friend of Roberts and Williams, was 
arrested by Detectives Boyle and Chariton 
in Seventh Avenue Saturday and will be 
examined in the Jefferson Market Court 
Thursday, when the gxamination of the 
other two will be held. In Miller's room, at 
216 West Twenty-eighth Street, the detect- 
ives found a number of pawn tickets, which 
they say represent articles reported to the 
Detective Bureau as being stolen from 
houses on the upper west side by “' supper 
hieves who enter dwelling 
houses while dinner is going on and rifle 
the sleeping apartments.

WISCONSIN CREW OUTLOOK. 


Coach O'Dea Believes the ’Varsity Boat 
Will Be Faster Than Last Year. 


Andrew O'Dea, Wisconsin's rowing coach, 
has started work with the crew candidates 
in preparation for the intercollegiate re- 
gatta at Poughkeepsie in June. The fol- 
lowing men of last year’s ’Varsity are back: 
McComb, Stevenson, Gaffin, Jordan, Mof- 
fatt, and Mather. Lyman, Palmer, Steere, 
and Gibson are the absentees. Sawyer, 
last year’s ‘Varsity coxswain, will prob- 
ably again be coxswain. From now on 
until outdoor practice is feasible the 'Var- 
sliy men will work on the rowing ma- 
chines twice a week. There are at present 
twenty-four candidates. For the freshman 
crew there are about eighty candidates, 
and twenty-five candidates for the position 
of coxswain. The men will soon be divided 
into squads for practice on the machines. 

The work on the water in the Spring will 
be aided by the new four-oared practice 
boats which will probably be added to the 
equipment of the navy. The management 
is now making arrangements for the build- 
ing of the new shell which is to be modeled 
somewhat after the pattern of last year's 
boat. The interior bracings are to be 
changed a little and the washboards will 
be different. 

Coach O'Dea has decided that it is not 
advisable to.call out the junior law stu- 
dents this year. Enough material will be 
back from the crews of last year to war- 
rant the absence of the law men from crew 
work. With six veterans and a lot of good 
men from the 1905 freshman boat O'Dea 
thinks that this year's 'Varsity will be 
faster than that of last season. 


Schoolboy Athletes to Compete. 

Close to forty schools will be represented 
in Columbia’s third annual indoor Iinter- 
scholastic games on Saturday afternoon at 
the Twenty-second Regiment Armory. 
From the entry list the meet promises to 
be the biggest schoolboy athletic affair ever 
held in this city.

Over Six Thousand Targets Broken 
at Crescent A. C. Traps. 


The Holiday Cup Was Won by A. R.

Only Two Hours’ Sleighing Yester- 
day Before Sun Melts Snow. 


Senator Mills, Driven by A. B. Gwath- 
mey, Defeats Nathan Straus’s Cob- 
webs in Two of Three Heats. 


For two hours before noon yesterday 
there was good sleighing on the Speedway, 
but as the sun rose higher the snow melted 
away so rapidly that the last of the gath- 
ering of enthusiasts found it difficult to 
pick their way back to the stables without 
scraping over a bare road and pavement. 
The sport while it lasted, however, was of 
the best.

Smathers, proved 
the centre of attraction. Ever since the, 
opening of the Speedway Mr. Straus and 
Mr. Gwathmey have been the most per- 
sistent racers, but honors have been some- 
what one-sided until Mr. Gwathmey added 
the Senator to his string of fast steppers. 
The Electrite trotter defeated the crack 
pacer Bell Boy, 2:074%, the first time he 
stepped on the Speedway. 

Mr. Gwathmey built his hopes of a vic- 

tory over Cobwebs on the Senator, but the 
opportunity for a brush did not come until 
yesterday morning, when it was arranged 
between the owners to step three heats. 
After a couple of warming up jogs the 
Senator started, but Cobwebs in getting 
away made a short break. In :.n instant 
he was on his feet again, and with one of 
his old time rushes was soon on even 
terms with his rival. Then the two horses 
trotted like a pair in double harness down 
almost to the finish, when Senator Mills 
attempted to step out in front by making a 
desperate spurt. Cobwebs was equal to the 
occasion, and in the last few strides gained 
a short lead and passed the post with half 
a length to the good. In the second heat 
Senator Mills turned the tables, and, taking 
the lead at the quarter post, was never 
headed, The final showed both horses off 
to their best advantage, as it was a horse 
race from the word go, but Cobwebs lacked 
speed in the final dash, and was beaten 
out by his younger rival by a narrow 
margin. 
i George Spear drove the pacer Amokin, 
2:1144, in a pretty race against the trotter 
King, 2:10144, with David Lamar handling 
the ribbons, and although the latter got a 
poor start, recovered lost ground and had 
the race won before the head of the stretch 
was reached, Nathan Straus’s trotter Ted, 
2:154%, established a remarkable record for 
himself by defeating the crack pacer Bell 
Boy, $00 driven by Frank Darrin, and 
Amokin. ‘Trainer Sullivan handled the rib- 
bons. and in the first heat with Amokin 
stepped home an open length in front of 
the pacer Bell Boy joined in the second 
heat, and some difficulty was experienced 
in getting the trio away. When they were 
finally started Amokin rushed away and 
set a furious pace to the first quarter post, 
where Bell Boy and Ted reached even 
terms. Ted had the centre of the road with 
a pacer on either side of him, and it was 
anybody's race as the stretch was entered. 
Nearing the finish an attempt was made to 
pocket Ted, but he was too quick for his 
rivals and stepped out in front just in time 
to avoid being cut off, and as he dashed by 
the post showed a lead of half a length. 

George Grote, driving the trotter Ed Gay, 
won and lost a brush in company with the 
trotter Kalassa, driven by W. A. Northrup. 
Sally Simpson, David Lamar's trotting 
mare, with a mark of 2:11%, had a trifle 
too much speed for the pacer Miss Eunice, 
2:194%, driven by George Coleman, and the 
trotter Banning, driven by Charles Fer- 
guson, scored three straight heats against 
Robert C. Kramer's bay trotting gelding 
Dunstan.

COMPROMISE IN BOWLING 


National Organization Restricts 
the Weight of the Ball. 


Places Limit at 1614 Pounds — New 
York Bowlers Will Not Enter 
National Tournament.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. At its 
first session to-day the American Bowling 
Congress adopted the recommendation cf 
the Executive Committee that the maxi- 
mum weight of bowling balls shall not ex- 
ceed sixteen and one-half pounds. This will 
permit the loading of the ball with a puurd 
or two of lead, as the largest size regula- 
tion wooden ball weighs only 15% pounds. 

In the discussion over the weight of the 
ball Dr, Timm of New York made a hard 
fight against the recommendation of the 
committee for a 16%-pound ball, but he 
voted almost alone, sentiment among the 
Western bowlers being overwhelmingly in 
favor of the loaded ball. 

Dr. Timm intimated that New York 
bowlers will never enter the National tour- 
naments as long as the loaded ball is used, 
He did not say, however, that they wouid 
withdraw from the congress, 

The recommendation that the minimum 


weight of pins shall be 3 pounds 2 ounces 
Several 


was adopted without opposition. 
minor changes were adopted. One of them 
was that a team, to be eligible to compete 
in American Bowling Ccngress games, must 
have a practice night at least once in two 
weeks or roll in one or more leagues at 
least once in two weeks. 

Cleveland was selected for the next na- 
tional‘congress. The vote was: Cleveland, 
91; Milwaukee, 85; Louisville, 49. The elec- 
tion of the tournament city was taken up 
under a suspension of the rules on motion 
of Mayor Rose of Milwaukee, who placed 
his city in nomination. 

Thomas R, Gordon put Louisville in nomi- 


nation. His speech was a eulogy of South- 
ern hospitality and Louisville's pegetetton 
for giving visitors a good time. B. F. Saw- 
yer was the spokesman for Cleveland, argu- 
ng that his city was the middle ground of 
Hastern and Western bowlers. 

It was not expected that the selection of 
the city for the 1904 tournament would be 
reached before Thursday, and for this rea- 
son some of the delegates were not pre- 
pared for the precipitation of the question, 

Indianapolis toox a neutral position, divid- 

ing’ her twelve votes equally among the 
candidates, Chicago divided her big batch 
eS gates between Milwaukee and Cleve- 
and. 
While the vote was being canvassed W. 
J. Kenna made a motion that teams used 
for advertising purposes be tabooed by the 
American Bowling Congress. The motion 
was lost. The announcement of the vote 
was received with cheers. The Cleveland 
boomers say that they will have $3,000 
guarantee prize money for their tourna- 
ment, 

Three hundred delegates and bowlers 
were present when the first session of the 
Congress opened. President Bookwalter, 
Mayor of Indianapolis, presided and wel- 
comed the guests. 

A discussion arose as to the time when 
the Committee on Revision of the Con- 
stitution should make its report. The com- 
mittee consists of William Bosson of this 
city, Chairman; G. M. Stearns of Des 
Moines, and G. Laugheney of Chicago. 
Robert Brown of Louisville wanted the 
ccmmittee to make its report a year hence, 
but the sentiment of the congress was 
that it should report Thursday. 

Secretary Samuel Karpf and Treasurer G. 
M. Stearns made their annual reports. Mr. 
Karpf made one important suggestion along 
the line of increasing the membership and 
revenues of the congress. It was that 
bowling clubs be admitted to membership 
and that their dues be placed at $1 per year, 
Treasurer Stearns’s report showed that 
there is a balance of $272 in the Treasury. 

The Congress then adjourned until 10 
A. M. Thursday, when officers wilil 
elected, 

At the opening of the fourth annnal Na- 
tional Sows tournament to-night at 
Yomlinson Hall, 1,200 people were present. 

Mayor Bookwalter of Indianapolis and 
Mayor Rose of Milwaukee made short ad- 
dresses: Mayor Rose congratulated the 
Cleveland bowlers, who were successful in 
securing the next annual congress, and 
added that one year hence Milwaukee 
would be aggressively in the race for the 
National Congress. 

Mayor Bookwalter then called the names 
of the men who were to roll the first balls 
down the alleys, and so open the tourna- 
ment, and as the gong sounded there stood 
at the head of the ten alleys, each with a 
ball in his hand, the following: Mayor Rose, 
Milwaukee; W. .

AMERICAN SOCIETY'S 
DINNER IN LONDON 


A Brilliant Gathering in Honor of 
Washington’s Birthday. 


Cordial Welcome for President Francis 
of St. Louis Exposition—He Asks 
Britain to Help Make the 
Fair a Success. 


LONDON, Feb. 23.—The dinner given to- 
night by the American Society here in hon- 
or of Washington’s Birthday was the ec- 
casion for a brilliant assemblage, the chief 
feature of which was the welcome givon to 
D. R. Francis, ex-United States Secretary 
of the Interior and President of the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition, and the wishes 
of success to the Exposition expressed by 
the speakers. 

The Duke of Devonshire and the Mar- 
quis of Londonderry, members of the Cab- 

_ inet, officially voiced the good-will of the 
British Government, while such represen- 
tative Britishers as the Lord Mayors of 
London and Bristol, the Lord Provost of 
Glasgow, Lord Strathcona, Lord Rothschild, 
an@ the following members of the Housc of 
Commons: Sir Charles Dilke, J. H. Dalziel, 
Sir Thomas Dewar, Sir Joseph Lawrence, 
Ebenezer Parkes, Sir Gilbert Parker, and 
Joseph Walton all gave expression to their 
hearty wishes. 

Among the well-known Americans press 
ent were Ambassador Choate, Consul Gen- 
eral Henry Clay Evans, Stanford Newel, 
(Minister to the Netherlands,) John Bar- 
rett, T. W. Cridler, Lord Fairfax, Melville 
E. Stone, Col. Hunsiker, Halsey C. Ives of 
the St. Louis Exposition, Capt. Piper, 
(Deputy Police Commissioner of New York,) 
all the United States Embassy staff, and 
many foreign representatives of the St. 
Louis Exposition. Signor Marconi was 
also present and received attention scarcely 
second to that paid to the President of the 


St. Louis Exposition. 

The Duke of Devonshire, in proposing the 
toast, ‘The President of the United 
States,"’ referred to Mr. Roosevelt as a 
man who had made his mark as a success- 
ful civil service reformer, a great admin- 


istrator, a gallant military leader, and an 
eminent statesman. In Mr. Roosevelt, said 
his Grace, he saw an intelligent and earn~- 
est friend of England, adding: ; 

“‘ Never in any previous time have Anglo- 
American pelenoe aon =e seats: =n 
peoples are in_ fairly g00 umo 
Tremactves. and so it is unlikely that they 
should be in bad humor with each other. 

““T welcome the tendency on the part of 
the United States to take a larger and keen- 
er interest in affairs outside the American 
continent.” 3 

Ambassador Choate, following in the same 
strain. declared that any kind of war on 
any kind of subject between Great Britain 
and America would be not only a great 
calamity but an unspeakable crime. 

Mr. Francis eloquently described the mo- 
tive and scope of the St. Louis Exposition. 
He gave detailed figures, showing the care 
with which money is being expended in 
order to make every phase of the exhibition 
perfect and useful to the European exhibit- 
ers and visitors, in short, ‘‘a golden mile- 
stone in the highway of human progress 
and a coronation of civilization.” He re- 
ferred to the first great international exhi- 
bition in London. Since then, Mr. Francis 
continued, England had always been fully 
represented at every universal exposition. 
He urged that this country should not be 
behindhand at St. Louis, where, he said, 

‘ “No guest will be more weleome, adding: 

“T feel some delicacy in referring to our 
consanguinity as a motive which should 
impel you to be an active participant at 
the feast of which your kinsmen are the 
host. Nor would it be becoming in. the 
President of this universal exhibition to 
designate as the seat of honor the place at 
the table to be occupied by the mother 
country. You need no assurance, however, 
from the exposition management, nor from 
the head of our Government, nor from the 
American people, that no one could honor 
uS more nor any one be given precedence 
ver you. 
ah We feel justified in predicting that the 
attendance at the exhibition will not only 
be universal from within the limits of our 
country, extensive and populous as it is, 
but that the citizens of every civilized 
country of the globe will visit us in repre- 
sentative numbers, attracted as they will 
be, not only by the merit of the exhibition, 
but by the desire to see in their own abode 
a people who within the past half decade 
have started out upon a new policy, taken 
up new problems, and assumed new respon- 

flities, a peoplé whose example and in- 
fluence command and merit observance 
and study, a people whose reputation for 
hospitality is whole-souled and proverbial. 
John Barrett proposed the health of “ The 
British Exhibitor,’’ and in the course of his 
remarks urged the United Kingdom to 
make of the St. Louis Exposition another 
urbar. 
vik Londonderry and Sir Edward John 
Poynter (President of the Royal Academy) 
replied, promising their assistance in mak- 
ing the British exhibit a success.

OHIO RIVER FLOODS WHEAT. 


Stream Fifteen Miles Wide at Some 
Points, Covering Thousands of 
Acres of Grain. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., Feb. 23.—Floods 
from tributary streams have converted the 
Ohio River into a sea. In some places be- 
tween here and Paducah, Ky., the river is 
fifteen miles wide. Thousands of acres of 
wheat are under water. On the Indiana 
side, opposite Owensborough, Ky., the land 
is covered for a distance of seven miles. 

The fiver was at forty feet at 10 o'clock 
this morning and was rising slowly. Steam- 
boats cannot land at many points along the 
river because of the high water, and this 
causes hardships in communities where 
they depend on the boats for transporta- 
tion and mails. 


EARTHQUAKES IN GUAM.

‘* Another lesson the Republic may learn 
from Washington is its sensitiveness to the 
individual touch. I do not think that it 
would be true if I were to say that the 
moral power of a single will and a single 
character is as strong in a popular Gov- 
ernment as in a monarchy or a despotism. 
But I am sometimes tempted to say so 
when I think of the many instances where 
the whole current of our history has been 
turned by one man. 

“The fate of the Nation depends in the 
last resort on individual character. Every- 
thing in human government, like every- 
thing in individual conduct, depends in 
the end upon the sense of duty. Whatever 
safeguards may be established, however 
complicated or well adjusted the mecha- 
nism, you come to a place somewhere where 
safety depends upon somebody having the 
will to do right when it is in his power 
and may be his interest to do wrong. 

“You may multiply election officers and 
returning boards, you may provide for an 
appeal to courts of first resort or last re- 
sort. But in the end you must come some- 
where to a point where the sense of public 
duty is stronger than party spirit, or your 
election is but a sort of fighting, or, if not 
that. a sort of cheating. 

‘The same thing is true of the individual 
voter or of the legislator who is to elect 
the Senator, or the Governor who is to ap- 
point the Judge, or the executive officer, 
or the Judge who is to interpret the Con- 
stitution or the statute and decide the 
cause, or the juror who is to find the fact. 
On these men depend the safety and the 
permanence of the Republic. On these men 
depend life, liberty, and property. 

‘And yet each of them has to make that 
choice. Each has to decide whether he will 
be influenced by ambition or by party 
spirit or the desire for popular favor or the 
fear of popular disfavor or the love of 
money on the one side or by the sense of 
duty on the other. 

‘Washington has but one lesson for ps: 
one lesson for the country; one lesson Yor 
each of his countrymen. It is the old les- 
son, older than history, old as creation, 
That is that justice, veracity, unselfishness, 
character, lie at the foundation of all na- 
tional and all individual greatness. Justice 
and freedom are the parents of fate. To 
the larger and surer vision there is n 
such thing as fortune. Where these are we 
have no need to concern ourselves ‘with 
what the day may bring forth, The pro- 
duct of the eternities will bo secure.”

REFORMERS ASSAILED 
BY PROHIBITIONISTS 


The Mayor and the District Attor- 
ney Referred to as Perjurers. 


Addresses of the Rev. Charles A. Crane 
of Boston and the Rev. C. H. 
Meade at a Conference. 


“Perjurers"’ and ‘vipers’? were some 
of the names by which Mayor Low and 
District Attorney Jerome were referred to 
by the Rev. Charles A. Crane, pastor of 
the People’s Tabernacle, Boston, in his ad- 
dress before the Prohibition Conference in 
Tuxedo Hall last evening, and ‘‘ Amens” 
were shouted from all parts of the hall by 
men and women auditors. The speaker re- 
ferred also in plain terms to several Meth- 
odist Bishops who, he said, were gifted 
with the habit of “straddling ’"’ questions 
_that concerned liquor license. 

*‘ Political Infidelity ’’ was the title of 
the lecture, and the Rey. Mr. Crane ac- 
knowledged that when he tackled a subject 
of that kind he had neither the time nor 
the inclination to mince words. The meet- 
ing was attended by a very large gather- 
ing, made up almost entirely of Prohibi- 
tionists, and the speakers were applauded 
frequently. 

The Rey. C. H. Mead presided, and said 
at the outset that the fight of the Pro- 
hibitionists was not with the rumseller, 
but the voter. ‘The drunkard,” he said, 
“is the last link in the chain; the voter is 
the first link. Frequently the voter prays 
to God to save the drunkard when he, the 
voter could save him by voting right. 
Either somebody is doing some mighty 
crooked praying or some mighty crooked 
voting, one or the other. And now we've 
got to get right at this question; we have 
either got to fish or cut bait.” 

The speaker reverted to city politics, and 
said that New Yorkers at the latest munici- 
pal election ‘‘ voted for reform and got it, 
g00d and hard,” ‘“* Now,” he continued, 
“these Methodist ministers and others are 
grunting and groaning over the mistake 
they made the same as if they had the 
colic. I hope to the Lord they have got it.” 

The Rey. Mr. Crane was introduced as a 
“Royal Prohibition Craze.’’ He touched 
upon a few of the salient features of the 
life of George Washington, and said that 
the Father of His Country was a failure in 
many ways judged by modern standards, 
for he scorned to do many things that the 
modern statesman seemed to think the cor- 
rect thing to do. 

“ By process of law,”’ he said, ‘‘ the rank- 
est anarchy is being practiced in this coun- 
try. There has come a time when the ex- 
ecutive, from Coroner right up to President, 
does not hesitate to usurp the functions of 
the judiciary. This arbitrary decision, 
whether or not to enforce certain laws may 
iead to the eventual overthrow of the Re- 
public, 

‘“*In New York there is a species of polit- 
ical infidelity on the part of your Mayor 
and your District Attorney. I make no per- 
sonal allusions, but, if 1 should swear to 
enforce the law when I took office, and 
then did not do so, I would call myself a 
perjurer. I do not wish to call names, but 
when I think of that passage in Scripture 

| which speaks of ‘ye generation of vipers’ 
I should think of your Mayor and your 
District Attorney. 

‘The laws are there to be enforced, and 
yet you have elected some little hired 
hands, and they strut around any say they 
wiil enforce such of the laws as thev 
please. The voters wanted Tammany Hall 
killed in the name of God and the saloons 
opened in the name of the Grand Old 
Party! [Laughter and applause.] A wise 
man gets an idea in the head and the fool 
gets it in the neck, These people io whom 
l refer have got the idea of reform not in 
the head, but in the neck.”’ 

A conference of the Prohibitionists was 
held in the hall in the afternoon. The 
conference was called by a committee ap- 
yointed by the Executive Committee of the 
New York Prohibition County Committee. 
The purpose was to discuss plans for the 
local campaign next Fall. 

J. H, Durkee of Rochester, Chairman of 
the Prohibition State Committee, presided. 
In a brief address he said that there is 
a determination among the Prohibitionists 
in the State to take an active part here- 
after in local politics. He declared that 
his party must make its gains in the local 
fields before it can achieve success in Na- 
tional and State politics. 

F. A, Victor, City Organizer for the 
party, spoke on “ The Municipal Campaign 
of 1908." He took the present admintetre. 
tion to task for its failure to enforce the 
laws. 


CLAIMS SUTHERLAND ESTATE. 


Mrs. E. D. Hennessey of Brooklyn Says 
She Has Rights to the Title 
of Duchess. 


A claimant to the estates of the dukedom 
of Sutherland in Scotland has come for- 
ward in Brooklyn. She is Mrs. Edmund 
D. Hennessey, the wife of a lawyer of 68 
Clifton Place. Mrs. Hennessey claims that 
the title of Duchess of Sutherland belongs 
rightfully to her. In connection with her 
claim she has written letters of inquiry 
to Ambassador Choate, the Duchess of 
Sutherland, and Andrew Carnegie. She 
understands that the last named has pur- 
chased a part of the Sutherland estate. 
Neither Mr. Choate nor Mr. Carnegie re- 

lied to Mrs. Hennessey, but the Duchess of 
Butherland sent a brief letter, saying that 
she regretted that she could give no in- 
formation in the matter. 

“TIT base my claim upon my descent from 
the Duke of Sutherland of three genera- 
tions ago,”’ sald Mrs, Hennessey yesterday. 
“My great-grandmother was ary Suth- 
erland, granddaughter of Lord Rothsay 
Duff, and a niece of the then Duke of 
Sutherland, She married Michael Geo- 
ghan, an Irish physician, with whom she 
came to New York to live. Later the fam- 
ily went West. I did not take this matter 
up before because I shrank from publicity, 
but I now feel that it is time I asserted my 
claim. Just what course I will pursue in 
the matter, however, I have not fully de- 
termined.”’ ‘

THE SPORTSMEN’S SHOW 


Many Visitors at the Big Madison 
Square Garden Exhibit. 


Three Cruickshank Brothers Win Three 
Medals in Fly-Casting Contest— 
Canoe Tilting To-night. 


More than 10,000 holiday amusement 
seekers visited the Sportsmen’s Show at 
the Madison Square Garden yesterday, the 
majority of whom were present in the af- 
ternoon. During the matinée performance 
of the Indian cantata, ‘‘ Hiawatha,’’. not 
only were the reserved seats in the second 
tier filled, but the crowd standing in the 
passages on both the main floor and ‘bal- 
cony was so great that passage in any 
direction was impossible. Even the booths 
of the exhibitors were invaded, and the 
demonstrations of the various novelties 
were postponed until the interesting litile 
drama of Indian life was concluded. 

Children constituted. a large proportion 


of the afternoon crowd, and in consequence 
the Indians of the Ojibway camp were kept 
busy until the play started in paddling the 
youngsters about the lake in their grace- 
ful canoes. As many as eight juvenile pas- 
sengers often made the trip in a single 
canoe, and for many of them it was a 
thrilling as well as a novel experience. 
There was no danger, however, as the wa- 
ter is less than three feet deep. 

Advantage had. been taken of the clos- 
ing of the exhibition over Sunday to com- 

lete the few details of arrangement which 

ad not been finished in time for the open- 
ing on Saturday, and to make a few altera- 
tions. The island was completed with a 
fringe of evergreens, and the singers and 
the orchestra of “‘ Hiawatha” were trans- 
ferred there from the corner of the Garden 
where they were first placed. The sound 
now fills the big amphitheatre better and 
is altogether more satisfactory, as it brings 
the actors and the musicians together dur- 
ing the greater part of the play. The east 
end of the island, where most of the ac- 
tion, including all the dances, takes place, 
has been left bare in order to permit a good 
view from any part of the amphitheatre. 

The dances of the Indian actors are prov- 
ing very popular, while the hit of the pro- 
duction is made by the Indian boy who im- 
personates Hiawatha at seven years of age. 
Some of his steps are associated more 
closely in the popular mind with the cake- 
walk than with Indian dancing, but most 
of them are obviously aboriginal. 

A number of the songs sung in “ Hia- 
watha”: are not taken from Longfellow's 
poem, but are translations from original 
Ojibway songs, some of which have been 
sung for generations. Two of these were 
sung by David Bispham at the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House Sunday night. 

Although there were more than a dozen 
competitors in the fly-casting competition, 
it was merely a family affair when it came 
to the awards, for all three medals—gold, 
silver, and bronze—went to the _ three 
Cruickshank brothers, all of whom are mem- 
bers of the junior branch of the National 
Sportsmen's Association. The competition 
was for distance only, weight of rod and 
length of leader unrestricted, and was open 
to youths not over twenty years of age. 
J. H. Cruickshank won with 76 feet 4 
inches, R, F. Cruickshank was second with 
69 feet, and W. H. Cruickshank was third 
with 68 feet 4 inches. On account of the 
lerge number of entries, the fly-casting 
hereafter will begin at 2 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon, instead of at 2:30, as heretofore, 

The casting contest in the evening was In 
Class C switch trout fly casting for dis- 
tance only, open to all excepting those who 
had cast more than 75 feet in a previous 
similar contest. An obstacle in the shape 
of a net was placed 15 feet behind the com- 
petitors, but the weight of the rod and 
length of leader was unrestricted. C. G. 
Leverson of Brooklyn won with a cast of 
68 feet 6 inches. The best cast of the 
evening, however, was made by E. J. 
Mills of Brooklyn, who in casting to decide 
the tie for second place, sent the feather 
71 feet. He previously tied at 59 feet with 
H. G. Henderson of New York, who in the 
tie-off again cast 59 feet. The other com- 
petitor, D. T. Abercrombie of New York, 
cast 49 feet,

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THE LOTTERY' CASE DECISIONS. 

The decisions of the Supreme Court. in 
the lottery cases are) as‘“Mr:- Jusricu 
HARLAX, who matical the opinion of the 
majority ‘of the court, well said “of great 
moment.” Their least important but not 
unimportant aspect is that they niark 
the termination of a prolonged legal con- 
test over. the power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to: prohibit, in the interests of 
public morals, the transmission of iot- 
tery matter. Excluded from the mails 
since. 1890, the lotteries had recourse to 
the transportation companies as a 
of carriage, and these cOmpanies trans- 
mitted lottery matter, notwithstanding 
the fact that every State and Yederal 
Government had put this traffic under a 
legal ban. The cases derive their greai- 
est importance from the important: con- 
stitutional question which they présenied 
to the Supremie Court. Once again that 
tribunal, as if to disprove that law is an 
exact science, has divided almost equally 
upon an important public question.

Mr. Justice HaRLan, after stating that 
the power in question is plenary and 
Subject to no limitations except such as 
may be found in the Constitution, point- 
edly asked ‘“‘ what provision in that in- 
strument can be regarded as limiting the 
exercise of the power granted, what 
clause can be cited which in’any degree 
couhtenances the suggestion that one 
may of-right cause to be carried from 
one State’'to another that which will 
harm the ‘public morals? We cannot think 
of any clause of that instrument 
ca possibly be invoked by those who as- 
sert their right to send lottery tickets 
frem State to State except the one, pro- 
viding that no person shall be deprived 
of his liberty without due process of law, 
but surely. it will not be said to be a part 
of any one’s liberty as recognized by the 
supreme law of the land that he sill ‘be 
allowed to introduce in commerce among 
the States an element’ that will be con- 
fessedly. injurious to the public morals.”

THE TENEMENT HOUSES. 


It is most interesting and encouraging 
to note that the persistent and devoted 
efforts of the tenement house reformers 
in New York for the past quarter of a 
century have at last been fully and 
heertily appreciated by their. beneficia- 
ries,. the dwellers in tenement houses 
themselves, Of course, that result has 
followed only since the reforms were not 
only embodied in law, but also reduced to 
practice in the erection of “new law’ 
tenements, and in-the improvement, un- 
der the compulsion’ of the new law, of 
tenements erected under the old, To de- 
claim against the abuses of a system of 
housing Which denies light, air, and pri- 
vacy to its victims is a futile process 
com pered with the erection of tenements 
under which these primary requirements 
of decent and civilized living are sup- 
plied. Object lessons are those which are 
most readily learned. 

That the lessons of the tenement house 
have. been learned we are ‘getting 
daily evidence. We had two instructive 
pieces of evidence on Sunday. One was 
the meeting of the Janitors’ Association, 
at which ‘vigorous resolutions were 
passed denouncing the attenuation of 
the law by the enactment of any of the

measures proposed at. Albany 
purpose. The other was 
stration at the- public lecture in Cooper 
Union, where the protest of some single 
beneficiary of the unreformed’ system 
against the passage of a like resolution 
made far more marked the substantial 
unanimity of the audience; composed 
mainly of dwellers in tenement houses, 
in favor of the resolution. The Chair- 
man announced the vote as “ seventeen 
hundred to one.”’ 

All this means that, now that the peo- 
ple concerned are alive to the issue in- 
voived, no legislator from the metropoli- 
tam district will venture to champion 
the projects of law looking to a relaxa- 
tion of the tenement house law, except 
for a consideration important to 
him than any chance he may have of a 
political career. That is exactly as it 
should be. At the hearing that is to be 
given in Albany on the various meas- 
ures for “taking the starch out of tene- 
ment house reform,” it is to be hoped 
that arrangements will be made for pro- 
curing spokesmen for the class which 
has so long been oppressed and deprived 
of its natural rights ‘because it is so 
largely speechless.

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WAR AS A COLLECTING AGENCY. 


There have been several gratifying 
signs that during the course of what 
Lord CRANBORNE described as ‘‘ the Ven- 
ezuelan mess’ the whole theory on 
which the coercion of Venezuela pro- | 
ceeded was offensive to many Britons. 
Sir Henry CAMPBELL-BANNERMAN, while 
the controversy was acute, expressed 
disgust that the British Navy should be 
used as an agency for the collection of 
bad debts due to British subjects. And 
Sir Rosert Girrenx, who has. several 
times appeared as a critic of the course 
of the British Government in the mat- 
ter, plainly. sets forth, in the letter of 
which we published an abstract. yester- 
day, that “the proper. punishment for a 
defaulting State is discredit.” 

That is the evident fact. Why should a 
German, or an Englishman, or an Amer- 
ican who has lent money to Venezuela 
apply to his Government to help him get 
it back, except through the “ good of- 
fices "' of its diplomatic representatives? 
Why should not the rule between nations 
be the same as the rule between indi- 
viduals? ‘Caveat creditor." Imprison- 
ment for debt, as an additional security 
for the lender, has been abolished by all 
the enlightened nations as hetween fel- 
low-citizens.

CONTEMPT OF COURT. 

The action of the Central Labor Union 

Omaha in formulating a _ protest 
against the appointmént of Judge SMITH 
McPHERSON of the United States District 
Court for Southern Iowa to the place on 
the bench of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals which will be made va- 
cant by the retirement of Judge CALD- 
WELL is extremely instructive. His in- 
dictment fs as follows:

Mr. McPuerson during his short career 
as Judge has shown himself to be a bitter 
enemy of labor and the rights of the 
masses and a firm friend of every conten- 
tion made before him by the great corpora- 
tions, however unjust. He is reputed to be 
a partisan in every lawsuit tried» before 
him, utterly devoid of the judicial tempera- 
ment, and deplorably lacking in the learning 
so necessary in the position now occupied 
by him, not to speak of the exalted one to 
which he aspires. 

That this judgment of Judge McPuHueER- 
SON’S qualifications differs widely from 
that of the bench and bar is to be ex- 
pected. No Judge could have made him- 
self persona non grata to organized labor 
to this extent without having shown a 
Spartan rectitude and an unfaltering de- 
termination to suppress lawlessness com- 
mitted in the name of labor, which is 
made to father as many crimes as have 
been perpetrated in the namé of liberty, 
That the Centra] Labor Union of Omaha 
should have a supreme contempt for the 
knowledge or fairness or judicial impar- 

tiality of any Judge who thinks and 
says that criminal acts are not condoned 
and justified because perpetrated in fur- 


' therance of strikes is natural enough, 


perhaps. There is a venerable couplet 
which fits this case, but we refrain from 
quoting it, for the reason that we do not 
believe the Central Labor Union which 
has protested against Judge McPHER- 
SON'S appointment any more represents 
the brains and conscience of organized 
labor in the United States than the three 
tailors of Tooley Street represented the 
pecple of Great Britain for whom they 
assumed to speak. 

SHOCKING BACTERIA TO DEATH. 

The London Lancet announces a dis- 
covery which may be found to have 
great pathological interest. It is to the 
effect that bacteria in food and drink 
are destroyed and these materials ster- 
ilized by sufficiently energetic vibration. 
Bacterial cultures were allowed to stand 
in the engine room of a manufacturing 
establishment, and were completely and 
rapidly sterilized by the vibration pro- 
duced by the reciprocal strokes of the 
engine. In other experiments violent me- 
chanical action is said to have had a 
similar effect upon micro-organisms. 
This is all perfectly clear and intelligible. 
What we find less so is the following 
generalization: 

The discovery may be of great practical 
use, aS most known gérmicides are more 
or less poisonous to the human organism, 
and, therefore, the destruction of the bac- 
teria by administering powerful antiseptics 
is not practicable. 

This would seem to suggest the 
thought that if malignant bacteria in 
the human system are to be destroyed 
the only safe way to destroy them is by 
jar, shock, and vibration, since the ad- 
ministration of powerful antiseptics is 
dangerous owing to their poisonous, nat- 
ure.. The suggestion would point to a 
new school of treatment for diseases 
due to the presence of intrusive’ bacilli. 
The patient, if of average «sensibility, 
would be sufficiently “jarred” by try- 
ing to ride home on elevated or surface 
lines or to cross Brooklyn Bridge during 
the rush hours, to kill any but the tough- 
est bacilli, and those which survived 
could be shaken into innocuousness by 
the first stalwart guard or gatemen who 
might be induced to take the sufferer in 
hand. There are plenty of opportunities 
in New York for all the jar, shock, and 
vibration one has use for, and their ef- 
fectiye utilization should end the career 
of the bacillus “in our midst.”

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DROPPING OFF CARS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As one of the ‘‘ impatient, oppressed, and 
tyrannically imposed upon traveling pub- 
lic,’ I trust | may be granted space to air 
my grievances through the columns of THE 
Times. The burden of my plaint is the in- 
ecnveniences and discomforts that, in com- 
mon with many others, I have suffered 
nightly on the 6 o'clock train from New 
York to New Haven. 

This train usually leaves the New 
terminal with sufficient seating 
for all on board, but at Stamford it is 
regularly abbreviated by the dropping of 
two cars, and then a hundred or more tired 
people are jammed into the aisles and on 
the platforms of the forward cars. If one 
asks a conductor why such an outrage is 
perpetrated, as cutting off these very es- 
sential cars at this point, he is given the 
surly answer: ‘‘ Don't need ‘em. 

It is true that the passengers can be con- 
veyed without them, but after one is 
jostled, sat on, kicked, trampled, and put 
into generally bad temper for an hour or 
so, he is tempted to think there is really 
some actual need of retaining more seating 
room on the train. 

Whether other trains out of New York 
meet with similar experiences I do not 
know. And I do not go so far as to 
censure a corporation, in these days of 
costly coal, for saving as much fuel and 
steam as possible. But it does seem to 
me feasible to run those rear cars on the 
6 o'clock. train as far as Bridgeport, at 
which point the press of passengers is 
usually somewhat relaxed. 

But even with coal at its highest, I can- 
not figure up expenses enough to make the 
crowded 6 o’clock an unprofitable train, 
even if it should pull an extra car all the

Mr. Jones of Washington offered some 
amendments to the bill when it came up in 


They were for a freight in- 
stead of a speed subsidy, and other feat- 
ures which would make the bill acceptable 
te the Northwest and highly acceptable to 
Senator tianna and the other advocates of 
the bill. They were voted down. 

The action taken to-day not only kills the 
subsidy scheme in the Fifty-seventh Con- 
gress, but makes it extremely improbable 
that any subsidy bill will come up in the 
next session. The steamship merger has 
vastly increased the strength of the Repub- 
lican opposition to subsidies. Mr. Hopkins 
of Illinois was the representative of that 
sentiment in the committee to-day, and it 
is very strong on the floor. Mr, Burton of 
Ohio is confident that any subsidy bill that 
shows its head will be killed. Mr. Hopkins 
will be a member of the Senate in_ the 
Fifty-eighth Congress, and there will be 
other Republican recruits to the opposition, 
which in the present Senate was_confined 
to the six Senators from lowa, Vermont, 
and Wisconsin. 

A vote was taken on a proposition to re- 
port as a substitute the Belmont Rebate 
bill, and it received not only the votes of 
the solid Democratic membership, but also 
that of one of the Republicans—Mr. Jones— 
or seven votes in all. This is regarded in 

political circles as quite a triumph for Mr.

| TRIBUTES TO ADMIRAL TAYLOR. 
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Punishment of Its People Contrary to. 


Principles of Anglo-Saxon Juris- 
prudence, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—While the Sen- 
ate was considering the Post Office Appro- 
priation bill to-day, Senator Tillman inter- 
jected some remarks about the Indianola 
(Miss.) case. The South Carolina Senator 
began by saying that he proposed to sur- 
prise his friends and astonish his enemies, 
if he has any, by being very mild and tem- 
perate in what he would say. 

‘‘If we had known at the beginning of the 
civil war,’ said he, ‘what we know now 
there would have been no war.’’ He in- 
quired why the large majority of law-abid- 
ing people of Indianola should be pun- 
ished because there was a small lawless 
and brutal element. It was contrary, he 
said, to the fundamental principles of An- 
glo-Saxon jurisprudence. 

Replying to some remarks made by Mr. 
Spooner in his speech, Mr. Tillman said: 
“It is not in the dream of the wildest 
ass that roams over the Southern States 
with a wax skin on him that the Federal 


Government is not supreme,’’ but he said 
there were some cognate propositions which 
have been ignored. In the South the people 
have a constant reminder that their ancestors 
thirty-five years ago were conquered. ‘‘ We 
are perpetually reminded,’ he said, accent- 
uating his words, ‘‘that we are in the 
Union, but not of it except to pay taxes.”’ 

The poison in the race condition in the 
South, he declared, lay in the referee sys- 
tem which had been adopted. The balance 
of power, he said, in National Republican 
conventions, was held by the machine of 
the South, and that. machine was composed 
of negroes. When the people of the South, 
said he, lose camer pg and do “cruel, bit- 
ter, fearful, fiendish, and savage things 
there is a howl from men who know noth- 
ing and who have never been south of the 
Potomac, but who have theorized.” 

Continulng and addressing the Republican 
side, he said that if this policy of negro 
equality is carried out and if some of them 
could be given places in the Cabinet he 
would.vote for them. ‘I will vote to con- 
firm Booker Washington as Secretary of 
anything. Let us have a negro, a genuine 
negro, not a mulatto or hybrid. Then let 
us make them officers in the army and the 
navy. Let us give them pro rata share of 
all the good jobs wherever they exist with- 
out regard to local conditions.” He added 
that nothing of the sort will be done.

The Federal Government Offers to Sup- 
ply the States with Ammunition 
for Short-Range Shooting.

The shell. is 
Hke that used in the army rifle, but, in- 
stead of the long nickel-plated and steel- 
clad bullet; two balls are placed in the 
mouth.

of Verdi's operas was added to the reper- 
tory last evening when for the first time 
since the days of the German opera ‘Un 
Ballo in Maschera,” was revived on that 
stage. Though it was a matter of thirteen 
years since it has been seen there, the 
opera is no stranger to this city. It has 
had a few sporadic performances since that 
time,'and before that it had many, but it 
fis safe to say that to many of those who 
heard it last evening it came as a new €X- 
perience, or as the revival of almost forgot- 
ten memories. To present-day operagoers 
it is about as old fashioned as any of the 
earlier works of Verdi, and its presentation 
at this day can serve little better purpose 
than “‘Ernani’”’ serves as offering a living 
and vital addition to the repertory. It is 
an Italian opera not very far removed 
from conventional old-fashioned lines, and 
the confusion of those lines by the changes 
that were forced upon the librettist by the 
Italian stage censors of half a century ago 
have added an element of absurdity to the 
whole that is a touch beyond the usual 
Italian limit. 


It made little difference to the Italian | 


composers and librettists of this period 
whether a tale of this character was sup- 
posed to be enacted in Sweden or in Bos- 
ton; but it comes a little closer home to 
us. The Governor of Boston in his palace 
carries on.astonishing proceedings; makes 
love to the wife of his Creole secretary in 
@ manner that would disturb the shade of 
Cotten Mather; visits the hovel of a ne- 
gress witch, (built so closely on the model 
of Hunding’s abode in ‘‘Die Walkire”’ 
that it would admit all the east wind that 
ever blew over Boston,) with his courtiers 
effectively disguised as Neapolitan fisher- 
men, except a few who retain indubitable 
proofs of their Puritanism in the peaked 
crowned hats of the period; follows his in- 
amorata to an uncanny spot on the Middle- 
sex fells in her pursuit of a mysterious 
plant of magic powers to put an end to her 
unhallowed passion, and gives a masked 
ball in his palace, at which his injured sec- 
retary, uniting with a band of conspirators 
who have been plotting against his life, 
deals him death, just as he has arranged 
to reform and ship the couple back to 
Engiani out of harm’s way. 

Such a conglomeration of absurdities can- 
mot be taken seriously by anybody now- 
adays; but “Un Ballo in Maschera’’ was 
acclaimed at its production as a shining ex- 
ample of Verdi's genius. In it was per- 
ceived a more refined and subtle syle on the 
part of the composer, a departure from the 
rude and main strength methods of his 
earlier operas to a greater elegance and 
finer balance of style. The distinction is 
mot very obvious at this day. Verdi has 
got somewhat nearer dramatic truth in 
*Un Ballo in Maschera"’ than in his pre- 
ceding works; he uses the orchestra at 
times with a dimly awakening sense of 
what its power may be. There is an evi- 
Gent effort at characterization. But there 
is much of the old conventionality, the old 
succession of airs and choruses, with their 
strettas at the regular intervals. The touch 
is somewhat lighter, and in some of the 
scenes there is an approach to gayety and 
the lightheartedness of the occasion, as in 
the opening chorus, the ballata of Oscar 
in the first act and the music of the bail ir 
the last. 

There is an effective quintet with chorus 
fin the scene of the witch's hut, and the 
midnight scene in the field is hignly ef- 
fective. The principal characters are prop- 
ory supplied with airs. 

uch of this music may be listened to 
svith pleasure; but as a dramatic produc- 
tion it is a work that rises little above the 
italian opera of the period. As such it 
‘was indulgently contemplated last evening 
by an audience that was prepared to bo 
ees. and a certain portion of which at 
he outset manifested a desire to intensity 
the enthusiasm at the close of each air 
in the approved Italian fashion; but the 
effort was not highly successful. The per- 
ormance was in most points acceptapie. 
me. Gadski and Mme. Fritzi Schetf car- 
ried off the honors, the former as Amelia, 
the latter as the page Oscar. Both were 
strikingly effective in appearance in the 
diverse manner required by their perts. 
Mme. Gadski sang with superb power, and 
in the scene with Riccardo in the field she 
imparted the accent of genuine pathos. 
me. Scheff's part is of the kind that is 
best suited to her, and if she did not sing 
the music with all the brilliancy that it 
demands, she contrived to make her char- 
acterization attractive. Mme. Homer sang 
admirably as Ulrica. Mr. Campanari had 
also a congenial part in Renato, into which 
he threw himself with great vigor and real 
corviction. There was not much in Mr. 
De Marchi’s Riccardo to challenge admira- 
tion; it was neither imposing in its out- 
Ward aspect nor was his singing in any 
Way beautiful. It seems as if the unpleas- 
ent quality of his voice were becoming 
dail: more prominent. The comparatively 
unimportant parts of Samuel and Tom 
were efficiently filled by Messrs, De Reszke 
and Journet. Mr. Mancinelli conducted, 
aud with all the pains and spirit that were 
meéed.*° to put forward the most plausible

ST. PAUL, Feb. Judge Amidon of the 
United States Circuit Court, District of 
to-day dismissed the _ suit 
brought by the United States against the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, the 
Northwestern Telegraph Company, the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, and 
the Northern Pacific Railway Company. 

The suit was begun in 1890. The Gov- 
ernment sought to revoke the charter on 
the ground that the Northern Pacific Com- 
pany had violated the act of Congress of 
7, 1888, by not carrying commercial 
messages over {ts wires. 

Judge Amidon finds that the company at 
all times since the passage of the act of 
i888, by and through its own respective 
coxparane officers and employes, main- 
tained and operated for railroad, *Govern- 
mental, commercial, and other purposes, a 
line of telegraph coextensive with the line 
of railway system. 

He also holds that if the contracts re- 
ferred to between the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company and the Western Union 
Telegraph Company were fully performed, 
the same contain no provision which will 
obstruct the railway company from the 
performance of its duties under the act of 
Congress. For these reasons a decree will 
be entered dismr8ing the bill upon its 
merits.

No Ricat TO New TrRIAL.—The fact that 
one of the witnesses of a party to an ac- 
tion failed to appear at the trial of the 
case, and that his evidence is material to 
meet the testimony one of the adverse 
parties, is not sufficient ground to set aside 
the judgment and to grant a new trial. 
The action was in the Municipal Court. 
The Justice granted the motion to set aside 
the judgment under authority of Chapter 
748 of the Laws of 1896, which allows a 
judgment to be vacated or modified, if ren- 
dered upon a trial by a court without a 
jury, for the causes specified in Section 
990 of the Code of Civil Procedure. The 
Appellate Division, in reversing the lower 
eourt, held that the ground assigned by the 
moving party is not to be found in the sec- 
tion in question. (Erichson vs. Sidlo, 76 
App. Div., 347.) It was further held that 
the Municipal Court has no power to grant 
a new trial upon the aronandl of newly dis- 
covered evidence, and the motion was, in 
effect, such an application. ‘‘ It appears,”’ 
said Justice Woodward, in the court's opin- 
ion, *‘ that the plaintiff had the witness in 
court on the day previous to the trial, and 
it wus apparent at the trial that the evi- 
dence of this witness was necessary, but 
no effort seems to have been made to post- 
pone or adjourn the trial. Under such cir- 
cumstances it can hardly be said that the 
plaintiff has been denied any rights, if he 
is not permitted to go back and try his 
action over again. He has had his day in 
court; he had an opportunity to have his 
witnesses present, and if he was surprised 
upon the trial he might have taken steps 
to protect his rights. Having failed to §o 
so, he cannot now be permitted to go out- 
side of the provisions or the law and to se- 
cure a new trial at the expense of the right 
of the defendants."’

SCOTT WINS AT SQUASH. 


He Defeats Wendell at Tuxedo for the 
United States Championship.

TUXEDO PARK, N, Y., Feb, 23.—The 
finais in the fourth annual amateur squash 
tournament for the championship of the 
United States were played at the Tuxedo 
tennis and racquet courts at Tuxedo this 
afternoon, and resulted in a victory for 
George I, Scott of New York, who de- 
feated B. Wendell, Jr., of Harvard easily 
in three straight sets. The most stubbornly 
fought battle of the day was in the consola- 
tion finals, when J. Gordon Douglas of the 
New York Racquet and Tennis Club met L. 
L. Green of Harvard, which resulted in a 
victory for Douglas after five hard- fought 
games. The hitting of Douglas was most 
terrific, which told against Green in the 
accurate placing of the balls. 

The final in the championship round did 
not prove to be the battle that was antici- 
pated. Scott showed decidedly in. better 
form, and was the superior of Wendell in 
all points of the game. This victory gives 
him another leg on the James Henry Smith 
Cup. Scott held the championship last year, 
Besides these matches in the squash courts, 
numerous games were played in the tennis 
and racquet courts.’

GRANT TENNIS CHAMPION | IN TRE REALESTATE FIELD | 


National indoor Tournament in 
7th Regiment Armory Finished. 


Winner of the Singles Paired with Le 
Roy Won in the Doubles for 
the Second Year. 


Wylie C. Grant of the New York Lawn 
Tennis Club earned two championships 
yesterday in the final matches of the 
National indoor lawn tennis tournament, 
which was brought to an end on the board 
courts of the Seventh Regiment Armory, 
Sixty-sixth Street and Park Avenue. Grant 
won the title in the singles over Calhoun 
Cragin of the West Side Tennis Club and 
the Seventh Regiment Association. Paired 
with Robert Le Roy of Columbia Univer- 
sity, Grant captured the championship in 
the doubles, This is the second consecu- 
tive year that this pair has won the in- 
door doubles. They were especially hard 
pressed yesterday by the Cragin brothers, 
but Grant's steadiness at the critical 
points finally gained the victory. 

There was a large gallery about the 
courts in the morning to witness the final 
competition in the singles. The New York 
Lawn Tennis.Club was well represented by 
@ delegation to root for Grant, while Cal- 
houn Cragin had a goodly number of the 
West Side Tennis Club present to cheer 
him on. At the outset it was evident that 
the tournamental play which Grant has 
done abroad in England and Ireland has 
greatly strengthened his game. He played 
with great confidence, always displaying 
excellent judgment when Cragin forced him 
into a difficult position. 

Both Grant and Cragin have had con- 
siderable experience on board courts. From 
the opening service Grant put on all the 
speed he possessed. He hit the ball very 
hard, putting plenty of lift in his strokes 
that caused the ball to sail over the net 
and make long, low bounds inside of 
Cragin’s court. On every fair opportunity 
Grant was not slow in going to the net for 
a killing stroke or a court shot. 
Cragin displayed considerable skill in his 
racquet work, making his opponent earn 
every point. He could not check Grant at 
any stage of the contest, however, and 
throughout the phree sets Cragin was forced 
to play on the defensive. Only in the 


second set did Cragin make anything like 

a stand. Then Grant redoubled his eétforts, 

and by steady, accurate placing passed the 

ticklish period. Grant did not lose a service 
game, and won in straight sets, none of 
which went to deuce. 

After winning the singles championship 
Grant went into the court with Le Roy to 
play the remaining semi-final match in the 
doubles. against the Columbia University 
champions, Lyle E. Mahan and William J. 
McLaughlin. The Columbia players began 
by trying to hold off their opponents by 
high and deep lobbs. These proved to be 
easy for both Grant and Le Roy, who re- 
turned the ball by hard drives along the 
side lines. In this way they earned many 

oints on passes, taking the first at 6—4. 
fahan and McLaughlin scored evenly with 
the opposing pair in the next set, the games 
going to deuce at 5—all and 6—all. At this 
Stage of the match the rallies were pro- 
longed and the volleying very rapid. Grant's 
fine generalship in the thirteenth and four- 
teenth games won the match for his side, 
his cool judgment in placing the ball earn- 
ing the necessary points. 

The feature of the afternoon session was 
the championship match in the doubles. 
Grant and Le Roy, the winners of the 
morning, meeting the pair from the West 
Side Tennis Club, Calhoun Cragin and A. 
8. Cragin. In the first and second sets of 
this competition the Cragin brothers lobbed 
continuously, but without effect. Grant 
and Le Roy found no difficulty in making 
the returns with frequent passes, so that 
they took the sets at 6—-3 and 6—2. The 
poor judgment of the Cragins in this part 
of the match had much to do with their 
defeat. They changed their tactics in the 
third set, coming in to the net and smash- 
ing and volleying with great effect. As 
it was, the score was very close, Grant and 
Le Roy having the lead in this set at 5—4 
and 40—30. Then Le Roy, who was suffer- 
ing from an injured foot, began to weaken 
so that the Cragins got the set at 7—5. 

With the score at 2 sets to 1 and Le Roy 
weakening. the Cragins made a determined 
effort in the fourth set. They endeavored 
to cut Grant out of the playing by placing 
all of their returns in Le Roy’s court. The 
service of Grant and Le Roy was so uni- 
formly good that they were able to keep the 
games even up to 7—all of the set. At this | 
point. the Cragins broke through Grant’s 
service, taking the vantage game. It looked 
like a hopeless task for Grant and Le Roy 
with the score 8—7 against them and Cal- 
houn Cragin serving. Grant was able to 
hold to his steady, accurate passing stroke 
despite the handicap of a crippled partner. 
PracticaNy unaided he brought the games 
to deuce again at 8—all. Le Roy made a 
desperate attempt to get into the game 
again during the next two games. He had 
several fine chances, on each of which he 
scored by clean passes. Even on the eigh- 
teenth game the Cragins were battling hard 
and had the points at deuce. Le Roy passed 
through the centre of the Cragins’ court 
and Grant won the match by a sensational 
cross court smash made as he was running 
in to the net.

REGISTRATION OF NURSES. 


Substitute Bill Prepared by Nurses’ As- 
sociation—Higher Standard Desired 
—Miss Delano’s Explanation. 


Miss Jane Delano, who has charge of the 
nurses in Bellevue Hospital and is Superin- 
tendent of the Mills Training School, an- 
nounced yesterday in behalf of the New 
York State Nurses’ Association that she 
had forwarded to Albany, for presentation 
in the Legislature, a bill that proposes to 
elevate the standard of nurses and thereby 
be instrumental in preventing abuses sim- 
{lar to those that have been reported from 


hcspitals in the State. The bill was intro- 
duced last evening by Assemblyman Arm- 
#trong of Rochester. It has this title: “A 
Bill for the Registration of Nurses of 
New York State.” The first section is as 
follows: 

Any resident of the State of New York, being 
over the age of twenty-one years and of good 
moral character, holding a diploma from a 
training school for nurses connected with a hos- 
pital giving a course of at least two years, and 
registered by the Regents of the University of the 
State of New York, and who shall. have received 
from the Regents of the University of the State 
of New York, a certificate of his or her qualifi- 
cations to practice as a registered nurse, shall 
be styled ‘and known as a registered nurse, and 
no other person shall assume such a title, or use 
the abbreviation *‘R, N.”’ or any other words, 
letters, or figures to indicate that the person 
using the same is such a registered nurse, 

' “he Regents of the University of the 
State of New York are to appoint annually 
a beard of five examiners, to be selected 
froin at least ten nominees of the New 
York State Nurses’ Association, and they 
may revoke any certificate for sufficient 
cause after a hearing. On the recommend- 
ation of the Board of Examiners, the Re- 
gcnts may wave ne eae n " mon 
persons possessing e qualification ° 
tiened in Section 1, who shall have been 
graduated before, or who are in training 
at the time of the passage of the act and 
and shall apply for a certificate within 
three years after the passage of the act.

IN OLD DUNGEONS 


Workmen Reach Bottom Cells" in 
the Vanishing Hall of Records. 












Sunshine for the First Time in Nearly 
a Century and a Half Strikes 


Their Interiors. 





Workmen engaged in tearing down the 
Hall of ‘Records yesterday began to pry 
away the bricks of the first floor. Soon 
after noon on the anniversary of Washing- 
ton's Birthday the dungeéns where Revo- 
lutionary ‘patriots had suffered were un- 
Sealed, and for the first time*in nearly a 
century and a half the gays of sunshine 
burst into the gloomy vaWits, lighting up 
the holes in which nothing was ever known 
except suffering and despair. By to-day 
the entire tier of six among the gloomiest 
prison places in existence will be laid open 
to the free air. The\doorways connecting 
the dungeons in years gone by were closed 


with heavy doors of. oak, which swung 


from ponderous lintels of the same wood. 
All of those doors | have disappeared, but 
the lintels still remain, firmly tmbedded 
in the partition walls, and they will be 
carefully preserved. 

| About 147 years ago the officials of New 
| York, then a thriving British town of 11,000 
| inhabitants, concluded to erect a prison of 
an ornate and enduring kind. So thére was 
| built at the very northernmost limits of the 
city the structure now being razed. It was 
| constructed of brick Brought from England 
| and marble from the quarries at Haddam, 
| Vt. It was a splendid building, placed 
| alongside the Boston High Road, where 
visitors might see that the citizens of New 
York took good care of her evildoers, in- 


cluding those who got into debt. It was 


known for many years as the “ debtors’ 
gaol,” although there were deeper offend- 
ers there, and a hook in the wall on the 
first floor served to hold the rope at exe-

KATE BETHON’S SUICIDE. 


Mystery of the Motive for the Taking 
of Life—Married Man Sought for 
by the Police. 


Kate Bethon, the daughter of a widow, 
of 141 Leonard Street, Williamsburg, com- 
mitted suicide by taking carbolic acid on 
Saturday night, but the particulars were 
not reported until yesterday. The case had 
been reported to the police as that of ‘* sud- 
den death.”’

She went to the brewery office and re- 
mained there until nearly 6 o'clock, when 
she went to*®* her home. In front of her 
house she was seen while talking to a man 
who was formerly employed in the brew- 


ery. 

The young woman, after entering her 
house, went to her room, and when she 
was called half an hour later there was no 
response. Her mother .and aged grand- 
mother went to her room and found her on 
her bed, with a bottle that had contained 
earbolic acid in her hand, She was insen- 
sible, and she died before the arrival of 
Dr, Emil Frey. In _ her trunk was found 
the $700 she had withdrawn from the bank 
and also a note addressed to the bank. It 
read: 

Please pay to bearer, my mother, the balance of 
my money when she presents the book 

Nothing was found that would indicate a 
motive for the suicide. The police sought 
for the man with whom the young woman 
was last seen talking. He was not found. 
His wife said that she had not seen him 
since Saturday night. Coroner Williams 
and the police believe that he may be able 
to throw some light on the woman's death. 
It was said that she had been worried for 
several weeks.
